Or you can call them directly and charge 
the token to your credit card, at 704-375-3177. As these usually sell out, you might 
want to use the telephone. Price is $20.00 each. 

Bob Phipps recently acquired OH 790 A (Sandusky) from a lady in Findlay, 
OH, who then told him she has "17 brass tokens from the Lorain Street Railway." 
He bought them, but they probably are not transportation tokens. The tokens are 
28mm brass, pierced, inscribed on obverse: "L / S RY / CO" and on reverse: the 
letter R above various numerals. Each letter or number is Individually hand stamped. 
We don't know what they are but I don't think they are ride tokens. Bob also ac- 
quired a round token inscribed with the name of a livery company. These round 
tokens, brass or aluminum, with large center holes, are harness markers. They 
are not ride tokens, although in at least one instance they started using them as 
ride tokens and so we listed that one (IL 745 A). 

Every once in a while an oval punch-card ticket is reported to us as a trans- 
portation token. One issued by the Hot Springs & Smelter Railroad of Helena, MT, 
was recently offered on e-bay. These are punch tickets. They have a series of 
numbers, each of which is punched when the ticket is presented. These Hot Springs 
smelter tickets are not rare, and they are not transportation tokens. The ticket 
- — says right on it, "Good For 12 Rides".

The irradiation is to kill any anthrax spores, 
which is necessary, but it certainly seems to do a job on stamps, paper money, and plastics as well.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO IN THE FARE BOX 

The January, 1952, issue reported that the A.V.A. had just purchased a new electric mimeograph machine 
at a cost of $347.15. It served us well for many years. An article introduces us to John G. Nicolosi, 
who would later serve for many years as New Issues Service director. One new member, 14-year-old Harry 
C. Reynolds of Drexel Hill, PA, was welcomed as AVA #J-132. The issue contained 8 pages and included two 
articles. One was by Ivan Cline on "The First Electric Streetcar in Evansville." The other was by Albert 
Field of New York City on "Tokens of the Hudson & Manhattan Railroad." Eleven years after Mr. Field's 
article, the HSJ^ would be taken over by Port Authority Trans - Hudson (PATH). The article contains some 
interesting information so I am reproducing it below. But bear in mind it was written 50 years ago. 


The Hudson Tubes had five tokens and it looks now as if that is all they will 
ever have. Two of these tokens were for regular use, and the other three were 
used because H&M had a special problem. A token entitles a passenger to ride as 
far as Journal Square (Jersey City). Those who wish to go on to Newark must have 
tickets which are collected between those two points. During rush hours an agent 
stands by the turnstiles: those who have tickets are let through a special gate. 

But it is not economical to station a man there at all times of the night and on 

holidays. Consequently the company used a second token to let ticket passengers 
through the turnstiles. There have been three of these special tokens. 

From 26 June 1946 to 26 November 1946 regular tokens were sold at 11 for $1; 
they were 16mm cadmium-plated. During this period ticketed passengers used the 
same token copper-plated [NY 630 AJ] . From 26 November 1946 to 19 March 1950 
the fare was lOO straight. Ticketed passengers used a token with a collar [NY 630 
AL]. From 19 March 1950 to 13 December 1951 the fare was 15$ and the same tokens 
were used [NY 630 AH]. During this period ticketed passengers used the solid brass 
token [NY 630 AI]. Oh 13 December 1951 the fare was raised to 20$. The regular 

token has been dipped in brass [NY 630 AK]. Now ticketed passengers use the same 

solid brass token. 

Within two months the use of tokens will be discontinued completely and any 
left in the hands of the public will have to be taken to the company offices for 
redemption. The tokens for ticketed passengers were not sold to the public; they 
were to be used by them to pass the turnstiles and remained at all times the property 
of the company. Therefore any such tokens in the hands of passengers or collectors 
are, in effect, stolen. 


Mr. Field goes on to state that he has been allowed by H&M to purchase examples of the solid brass, the 
white metal, and the brass-plated tokens for AVA members at cost. But the copper-plated ones and those 
with the collar were not available. The brass and copper-plated H&M tokens are quite scarce; the one with 
the collar (the hub token) is rare. An odd striking of it is pictured on page 374 of Volume II of the At- 
wood-Coffee Catalogue.

MEMBERSHIP ; There will be a maximum of 225 members. Seniority is assigned 
on becoming an N.I.S. member, not by AVA membership number. A waiting list 
will be maintained by date of application; again, not by AVA membership number. 
AVA dues must be current to retain N.I.S. membership. 

DEPOSITS : . Members will maintain a minimum balance of $15.00. With each 
mailing a statement will be enclosed advising members of their balance. It is the 
member’s responsibility to maintain his/her balance at or above the minimum. Credit 
wUl not be extended to any member. If the account has not been brought to the 
minimum balance after 30 days, or at mailing of the next shipment, whichever is 
longer, the member will be sent a reminder and his account charged 75<l! for the 
additional correspondence. If no reply is received within 30 days of the reminder 
the member may be dropped from membership in the N.I.S., and the account will 
be charged 75^ for the additional correspondence. 

If a member is dropped, or withdraws from N.I.S. membership, a refund of 
the account balance will be made, provided the balance is $1.00 or more.

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Modern Transportation Tokens of Central Virginia 

By Karl E. Gabsch 

In the October 2001 Fare Box my article about the Loudoun County Transportation 
Association was published. That article resulted from an interview with Mr. Richard Johns the 
Dispatch Office Manager of LCTA. During the interview I asked if he was aware of other 
transportation companies in Virginia which used tokens, his reply was Yes, both Orange and 
Charlottesville, Virginia use tokens. 

I have finally been in contact with both and here are their stories. 

The Orange, Virginia token (as mentioned by John Coffee in the December 2001 Fare 
Box) was issued in 2000 it is a 25 millimeter brass piece used by the city bus system, TOOT 
(Township of Orange Transit). The token is available through the city managers office at a fee of 
.25 . 1 called and spoke to the town clerk, she indicated that she needed to obtain permission to 
sell a quantity of the tokens. She was not cooperative in answering questions about the 
organization or the token. All I was able to find out was that the token is used on the city bus line 
and what the acronym TOOT stood for. As it turned out I was only able to obtain fifty copies of 
the TOOT piece not enough for NIS distribution. They are available for $1.00 each plus a SASE.

This brings me to the Charlottesville, Virginia token. In Charlottesville I received a 
completely different reception. JAUNT, Inc. is the current name of the Transportation Company 
servicing the counties of Albemarle, Fluvana, Louisa, Nelson and the City of Charlottesville, 
Virginia. The company was founded in 1975 and was called JAUNT which is an acronym for 
Jefferson Area UNited Transportation. Sometime between 1975 and 1995 (no one could 
remember which year) JAUNT was purchased by C?ic five iocai goveiuiiieiiiai areas liiaL ii 
SCI vlceu aiiu became J AUIsT, lilc. 

Tue service iiiiiialiy was subsidized by the five area governnients and was solely an on 
demand service for the Human Service Agencies of the five areas it serviced. JALTN'T, Inc. is 
headquartered in Charlottesville, Virginia. 

The fare structure was established for certified patrons (certified meaning Elderly, 
Handicapped, Subsidized housing and or Welfare recipients) or as authorized by the different 
Human Service Agencies.

The zones relate to four concentric circles radiating out from Charlottesville, Virginia. 
These fares are for the on demand service which JAUNT, Inc. provides to the region. In addition 
to the on demand service JAUNT, Inc. also provides eight different fixed routes within the region. 

The fares on the fixed routes range from $ 1.00 to $ 2.50 each way. JAUNT, Inc. does not 
differentiate between certified and non-certified fares on the fixed route service. Today JAUNT, 
Inc. operates seventy-three (15 to 20 passenger busses) as well as contracting with the local cab 
company for inner city and Zone A patrons. 

During the twenty seven-year history of JAUNT, Inc. they have only used tokens from 
1996 to 1998. The tokens are wooden nickels, which are 38 millimeters in diameter. Blue ink was 
used for the wording on both the obverse and reverse. The tokens were given to certified patrons 
by the Human Services Agencies to pay the fare throughout the region. The amount of the fare has 
been written on the token in red, blue or black ink. Those tokens, which do not have a hand 
written fare on them were good for the inner-city fare of SI. 00'. 

I was successful in obtaining all the remaining tokens JAUNT, Inc. had. This means there 
is a sufficient supply for NIS distribution. 
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THE MOSE C. WILLETS HACK TOKEN AND THE COPIES OF IT 

A LETTER FROM ROBERT K. LUSCH 

Dear John: Now I want to take you back a bit and then update you with some 
information. Look at Monroe, MI 650 B. If I am correct back in 1965 you bought 
that token from Marie Johnson for $25, I have no idea what you may have done with 
it. But here is the scoop. That token was unique. It is the only one that has 
ever surfaced. At least over here. It was issued by Mose C. V/illets who had a 
hack line over here on Monroe Street. He had (as the token states) two 'cars’ #2 
and #8. 

Prior to your bujring that token we had a member of the local coin club here 
who was an engineer for the Ford Motor Company at the Dearborn Proving Grounds 
in Dearborn who was also a token collector. He suggested that since that token was 
unique and it was being sold, that maybe we should make a copy. He was involved 
with some relatively new plastic injection molding process at the time. Anyway he 
took the original token up to Dearborn and thru that injection process made THREE 
copies (they are not marked copy). The color is almost identical to the original 
aluminum. The copy turned out every bit as nice as the original. The owners of 
those copies are K.F. Petrak (now deceased, I think), Luther Connors and myself. 
Your original came from the collection of the now deceased (June, 2001) Charles 
Verhoeven. As you know copies are not always good for the hobby. But I think 
in real rarities sometimes it is good to have a copy, especially if the buyer is made 
aware of the fact that it is a copy- This is why I want you to know the story on 
this token, so possibly future generations will also know that there are copies and 
in this case how many there are, and that they are NOT MARKED. 

When I received the above email from Boh, I had to reply that I have never 
owned the original of MI 650 B. I do have one of the copies, which I believe Paul 
Cunningham sent me some years ago. The copy does, indeed, look like the real 
token. I have it a holder marked "copy," hut the token itself is not marked. 

A BEAUTIFUL NEW BRIDGE TOKEN FROM PORTUGAL 

Just received from AVA member Jaime Salgado of Portugal is an unusually attrac- 
tive bridge token from that country. The white metal token is 30mm, inscribed on 
its obverse: LUSOPONTE, S.A. / CLIENTE - 1 /2002 - FREQUENTE (around a figure 
that appears to be a map. On reverse it has a picture of a suspension bridge, sur- 
rounded by the inscription: PONTE 25 DE ABRIL / CLASSE 1 PASSAGEM 

The bridge that uses this token was opened, over the Tagus River, in 1966. 

When it opened it was known as the "Salazar Bridge," after the then ruler of Port- 

ugal. It is one kilometre between towers, and is a suspension bridge of the same 
style as the Golden Gate Bridge in San Francisco. When democracy returned to Port- 
ugal in the "25 de Abril" Revolution, they changed the name of the bridge to honor 

that event. The bridge was built for both motor vehicles and railways, but it was 
only in 1999 that the first railroad train passed over the bridge.

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MALTA TRAMWAYS & LIFTS 
by Bob Lyall 

Obverse: TRAMWAYS & LIFTS * MALTA * (around a Maltese cross) 

Reverse; 1 d. 

maroon celluloid, 22 mm., solid 

In 1903, a London company entitled Macartney, McElroy & Co. Ltd. secured a 99 year concession from the 
Government of Malta to build a tramway. This company specialised in building tramways, both in Great Britain 
and also abroad. The terminus at Valletta was just outside the city gates, where the bus station is now, and lines 
were laid, via Floriana, to Hamrun and on to Birkirkara; a second line was laid from Floriana to Marsa and 
Cospicua and a third line from Floriana to Zebbug via Qormi, These were all single-track lines with passing places 
except for the section from Valletta to Hamrun. The first tram ran on the 23rd February 1 905. The fare charged 
was 1d from Valletta to Floriana, 2d from Valletta to Birkirkara or Cosicua or Qormi, and 3d from Valletta to 
Zebbug. The company sarted operations with 16 four wheel double decker trams, painted in a livery of green and 
white, but soon were to order 5 further vehicles followed by 4 more, ending up with a total of 25 tramcars by 1908. 
In the first few years of operation there were a number of accidents including one serious one with 4 deaths; the 
company had poor staff relationships resulting in several strikes. 

In 1908 the Malta Tramways Company Ltd. was formed as a public company, registered on the London stock 
exchange: the company was to take over the operation of the trams from Macartney, McElroy & Co Ltd. but the 
flotation was a disaster and few shares were taken up. The company went into voluntary liquidation in May 1918, 
but the trams were to continue operation under the ownership of Macartney, McElroy & Co Ltd. Business was 
good until the motor buses had taken the customers; by the 1920's the end of the trams was in sight; and they ran 
their last tram on 15th December 1929. 

The company had another string to its bow. They built an electric powered lift [elevator] from upper Barracca 
Gardens Valleta; down to the wharf in Grand Harbour, 1 96 feet below. The electricity was obtained from the 
tramway power station. Operation of the lift began on the 1 st of January 1 906, the carriage taking 1 2 passengers 
at a time; it was so successful that a second car was brought into use the following month. Fares were 1/2d for 
servicement and Id for civilians. The lift was a great success, even paying off debts from the tramways prior to 
their closure; however, in 1941, increases in the cost of electricity resulted in fares being increased to 1-1/2d for 
servicemen and 2d for civilians, in 1958 a further increase of 1/2d was made and in 1964 the number of 
servicemen decreased with Malta's independence. The lifts became uneconomic, but continued in use until the 
2nd February 1973, when mounting costs and falling revenue resulted in the last lift descending to the dockyard 
and the gates clanging shut for ever. The massive structure was demolished in 1983. 

Just how the tokens were used has not been established; no one who recalled using the trams or lifts recalled the 
tokens. It would seem likely that they were bought by employers for their employees to use on company or 
government business. They must have been introduced after the second lift was installed in 1906 and before the 
demise of the trams in 1929.

(which occured April 6, 1990) . The city owns the parking deck adjacent to the 
building S Mr Longhurst obtained permission from the city to allow usage of the 
tokens for customers. Adas, the tokens did not recieve very wide circulation and 
most of the stores were reluctant or unwilling to buy them or provide them to their 
customers. Today, part of the building is a SpringHill Suites By Marriot & the - 
remainder is office space. The bird depicted is a wren that was copied from an old 
flour sack that belonged to the JENNY WREN flour mill that occupied buildings on 
this site in the early 1900 's. Later, the site was home to W-R-E-N Radio, a local 
radio station. The tokens have been obsolete for over eight years and none are 
available for distribution to PATNIS. We thank Mr Longhurst for all this 
background.

Last month I mentioned that I had 20 examples of a new bridge toll token from 
Portugal and offered them at my cost, $1.25 +SASE. I didn't realize how popular 
foreign tokens are. I received at least 35 orders, so had to return a lot of money. 
They are all gone now. I have asked Mr. Salgado to see if he can obtain some 

more of them, and if he can. I'll put a notice in The Fare Box. 

We have listed as Unidentified #47 a 38mm aluminum token with stamped 
numerals inscribed "ALASKA CENTRAL RAILWAY CO." and blank reverse. 1 
obtained this token some 40 years ago and never knew what it was. At the time 

I was told by some folks in Alaska that it might have been a fare token or a pass. 

Another Alaska token is a 39mm brass inscribed "ALASKA HOME RAILWAY 
COMPANY" with stamped numerals. I was told by the same Alaska folks that these 
were tool checks. So we listed the Central and not the Home. In the Benice 
catalogue of Alaska tokens both are listed as tokens for "identification for pay or 
for tools." Probably the Central Railway token should be removed from listing, 
and unless I learn something to the contrary (even though I own it) we won't list 
it in the new edition of our catalogue. 

Hal Ford picked up a couple of amusement ride tokens but we don't know much 
about them. One is 29mm white metal (or nickel-plated brass) inscribed 
"ADVENTURE CITY / CRAZY CAT" with a picture of a crazy cat, on obverse, 
and the standard "non refundable / No Cash Value I 1 Ride Token" on reverse 
with hh mintmark. Adventure City is in southern California but it's one of those 
parks where you pay one big entrance fee and all the rides are free. So I am 
uncertain how this token is used. Stay tuned. Another one he picked up is a 
29mm brass with carousel horse on reverse, and "West Oaks Mall / Good For One 
/ Carousel Ride" on its obverse. It has the hh mintmark under the picture of 
the horse. This mall is near Orlando, Florida, I believe, but so far can't learn 
much about it. 

Speaking of carousel ride tokens, Robert Levis just sent one used at Coral 
Ridge Mall in Coralville, lA (near Iowa City). The 25mm brass token is inscribed 
on obverse: "CORAL RIDGE / MALL / rwm / CAROUSEL" and on reverse it simply 
has a picture of a carousel horse. Last year he sent me one with the same obverse 
but on reverse it has: "CAROUSEL MOTORS / (VW LOGO) / DRIVERS WANTED", 
Neither of these is listable because they don't contain wording that they are good 
for a ride, even though we know they are. I collect these, and wish someone 
would make a list of such tokens. I'd like to run it in The Fare Box, and put 
it in a special section in the back of the next edition of the Atwood-Coffee 
Catalogue. I have a bunch of them. 

Below is a picture of an unidentified 38mm white plastic token with black let- 
tering, that Hal Ford mentions in his notes this issue. Can anyone help us find 
a home for it? I suspect it is in use right now somewhere. 
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NOTES ON WISCONSIN 160-J

In the December 2001 issue of the Fare Box, Editor John Coffee told of a 
depot hotel token that had been listed on the internet which was bid at 
$5.00, and then quickly pulled from the sale. The token resurfaced on E bay 
and later sold at a handsome price of $307.00. 

Now listed as Dodgeville Wisconsin 160-J, the “C.E. Bartle/Hote! Grand” 
token has actually been hunted since 1965 here in Wisconsin, and the 
newly discovered token on E Bay is possible a second specimen. 

Long before the internet, trade tokens of Wisconsin were being cataloged, 
and when I published the first trade token book in 1 967, the pioneer 
listing was the first in the nation. 

To create a comprehensive listing, many Wisconsin trade token collections 
were audited, and one of the important facets of this information compil- 
ation was a “non threatening” atmosphere in which the collector remained 
anonymous, and no effort was made to buy or swap for rare tokens from 
the collector owner. 

In the maverick tokens of one such collection was the C.E. Bartle depot 
hotei,the bland 23mm aluminum token was dented and dinged on opposite 
edges, perhaps from being forced through the orifice of a parking meter. 
The token was duly and quietly recorded, and sometime later a search was 
begun to find a C.E. Bartle token for my Wisconsin transit collection. 

The usual classified adds were placed in the Dodgeville news paper, 
Charles Bartle's two brothers and his daughter were contacted, Dodgeville 
re^sidents from whom I had previously purchased tokens were revisited, and 
and at the library. County and local histories perused. 

All this was in vain, no C.E. Bartle token turned up. I was not overly upset, 
since the token was a maverick, and rather sexless. 

To put C.E. Bartle into perspective as a busman, J.J. Mitchell ran a hotel 
bus from 1897 to 1903, (160-A) and then apparently sold out to J.G. 
Thomas. (1 60-B-C-D-E-F-l) 

Thomas was in business from 1 904 through! 914, and during this time, 
(1907-1911) George Mitchell ran a livery, (160-G) perhaps also serving 
the Dodgeville House, run by Joseph Mitchell Jr. 

According to his daughter, Charles Bartle ran an omnibus from 1 908 to 
1914, at which time he suffered a serious eye injury, and sold his 
business to Les Mitchell. 
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Henry Olson ran a livery from 1915 to 1919, (and most likely a bus line) 
and in 1924, an “auto Livery.” (160-H) 

The city of Dodgeville Wisconsin had an average population of 2000 people 
during this time period. (1897-1924) 

It is interesting to note the earliest depothotel token from Dodgeville, the 
160-A, is made of aluminum, we often think of brass tokens being “older.”

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FAMILY ENTERTAINMENT CENTER CAROUSEL TOKENS OF NEW JERSEY 

A LETTER FROM BOB SCHOPP 

On page 84 of the September 2001 issue, I listed 3 carousel tokens from Seaside, 
NJ, which were not, as it turns out, good for rides. Boh Schopp sends additional 
information about these non-ride carousel tokens in the following letter: 

The carousel FEC (Family Entertainment Center) tokens are paid out as winnings 
on various video poker, video slots, and coin'-fall machines. You cash in the tokens 
for prizes. These redemption games are very common up and down the Jersey Shore, 
except Ocean City. Ocean City considers them gambling, and with its Methodist 
origins outlawed them. 

Carousel FEC was formerly called Carbones Carousel Arcade. The name got 
shortened by a new owner. The carousel is their centerpiece. They have an in- 
door carousel, which is German and not as nice as the one at Casino Pier which 
uses NJ 883 A. The one at Carousel FEC uses tickets. The only other carousels 
that use tokens in New Jersey are the Venetian Carousel at Garden State Plaza in 
Paramus, NJ, and Fantasy Island (NJ 40 A). 

Two indoor amusement parks do use tokens for rides. These are Sportsworld 
Amusement Park in Paramus, NJ. They have 25mm brass tokens for video games 
and 28mm NB tokens for activities such as rides. They don't say "Good For Ride." 
They have had various dated and undated issues. The other place has gone by 
two names: Fun Zone, and later Fun'N Motion, and was located in Mount Laurel, 
NJ. They had both brass and NB 28mm activities tokens. I think they have since 
closed. 

There was a place that used tokens for go-cart rides, but did not say so. 
It was located in Upper Saddle River and Lawrenceville, NJ. I have visited all of 
these places and have duplicates of most of the tokens available for trade. 

I also have a couple of wooden nickels from Bertram Island Park at Lake Hopat- 
cong , NJ, that say "Good For One Fiee Ride," but I got them from another and 
not the park which is now gone.

A. These are not transportation tokens, but they do have a family consanguinity, 
one might say, with FL 420 A, so 1 put them In the collection anyway. All have 
phone numbers on the token. I called a couple of the numbers and was told the 
outfit is now defunct and the tokens no longer good. Below is a listing of the four 
other tokens I have that were issued by C.S.I.

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MEMORABLE MEMBER MEETING

A few years back when we told acquaintances that we were spending the 
winter in Palm Springs, California, the response was always, ”Oh, your a 
golfer !” After explaining, no, we didn’t play golf, and that we were flying 
to Palm Springs, the next line was; “ Oh, you will be renting a car there ?” 
This one was easier to answer, “ No, we are hooked on the Sun Bus that 
serves Palm Springs and the Cocheila Valley.” 

Back in 1995, while on a motorcoach tour of the Southwest, my wife 
Irene and I spent two weeks in Palm Springs, and for the first time used 
the natural gas powered Sunbus’. The line which called itself, “Todays 
Model for Tomorrows World” was geared to the transit needs of workers, 
students, and tourists, the system covered about a forty square mile area. 
Eight years later, it is now pretty much the same. 

This year in Palm Springs, we found a winter getaway “bonus, ”we 
learned AVA Vice President Bill Sowell now lived a ten minute bus ride 
east of Palm Springs, in Cathedral City, California. 

We called Bill, and asked him to look up the bus stop number near the 
Sowell home. Bill called back to say that the Sunbus passing near his home 
made only limited trips, primarily to serve the kids attending nearby 
James Workman Middle School. 

With the bus schedule constraints more a problem than help, Bill 
opted to drive to our residence, pick up my wife and I, and return to his 
beautiful new home on Tortuga Road in Cathedral City. 

After a tour of the Sowells lovely new home, decorated by Bill’s 
wife Jenine, (who has a special talent for design), Bill and I adjourned to 
his “hobby room, ’’home of the AVA new issues service. 

Retired bus driver Bill Sowell has several related transit type 
collections as well as tokens, and the walls were covered with neatly 
framed memorabilia of Bill’s Air Force Service, transit employment, (He 
was a good one!), and some of the hundreds of metal transit pins and 
shoulder patches that represent a tangent transit collection. 

Another tangent collection is a miniature bus collection, with both 
old and new busses in metal, wood, rubber, fiber and cardboard. Both the 
transit pin and miniature bus collections are bursting at the seams, 
awaiting additional display space! 

Token wise, California is a long way from Wisconsin, so my question 
was, what do you have from Wisconsin in your transportation set? 
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The Sowell Wisconsin transit collection, was neat and concise, orderly, and 
surprisingly complete, representing that state in a large and nicely 
organized collection of our nation. 

it is always a treat to look at your home state in another token 
collection, and talk about the “when and where” of this piece or that, this 
is one of the special joys of our hobby. 

After a pleasant visit, and with Bill’s Wisconsin want list in hand, 
we parted, with a plan to ride the Sunbus together a week later. 

Our Sunbus ride was fun, but the attractive brass Sunbus tokens, (Ca. 
620-A) are no longer in use, having been replaced by cash fares and five 
types of passes. Bill quickly identified our bus as a 35 foot, 43 passenger 
Orion coach, using an industry standard G.F.I. fare box. 

Rip off type transfers were in use. 

All city and interurban buses and auxiliary vehicles of the Sunbus 
Company are fueled by natural gas, primarily to protect the air quality of 
the mountain surrounded Cocheila Valley. 

After riding the loop around North and Central Palm Springs, we 
debarked for a unique experience, a hamburger at nationally renowned 
“Tylers. ’’Eating the cities best hamburgers, outdoors, in March was a blast!! 

The small building housing the food prep area at Tyler’s is believed 
to be the 1 940s site of the Palm Springs Greyhound bus depot! 

Our return was smooth, and Bill and I had an opportunity to examine 
the bike mount on the front of the Sunbus. Bill found it to be a standard 
type, identical to those used in Vancouver, Washington where Bill drove 
for eleven years. We encountered no wheelchair traffic on our rides, but 
the Sunbus’ are handicapped equipped. In addition to the automated loader, 
and kneeling bus feature, the two front interior bench seats fold to handle 
two wheel chairs. 

Back at our apartment. Bill and Jenine invited us to join them the 
next day on a ride to Perris, California, to the Orange Empire Railway 
Museum, here Bill will be setting up an AVA display board at the Railfest 
on April 27-28th 2002. 

The pretty 66 mite ride to Perris had been planned out using the 
Internet, showing which highway, street, where to turn... and when... Neat! 
With our experienced wheelman, we arrived right on time. 

Bill looked for his AVA display board contact, and when he was not 
found at once, we hopped on a 1 921 vintage streetcar for a spin around the 
grounds. We then toured “Car House Number Two,” filled with electric city 
railway, suburban, and interurban cars, an excellent mix dating 1900-1950. 
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Being a small town boy, I was amazed at the size of the suburban and 
interurban cars! They were BIG! 

We then rode a 1 943 streetcar, which we found rode a lot more 
smoothly than the 1921 car, and later we all rode a diesel powered train, 
more or less an “out and back” type ride. Ail and ail, it was quite an 
exciting day! 

Bill was able to firm up his contacts at the museum for the AVA 
display, including a “back door” entrance to the large museum site. 

While the museum grounds are very large, the streetcar rides were a 
bit short, but the HUGE collection of rolling stock on the grounds is very 
impressive, and the gift shop book store is a railroad and streetcar fans 
dream. 

The restoration of the rolling stock and equipment is on going, but a 
hundred volunteers working full time could spend years here! 

We have returned to wintery Wisconsin now, Bill and Jenine Sowell 
will be in Appleton, Wisconsin in August for the AVA convention, we will 
too. See you there! 

How about this for a convention entertainment idea: A “round table” talk 
with several retired bus drivers telling about on the job experiences?

The KEY Vi/EST token has been listed for some time as a transit token. Recently, 
Bob Schopp alerted me to an offering of this token on E-BAY which described it as a 
PARKING TOKEN. I contacted the seller who informed me as follows; The token was 
stamped over 25 years ago to be used in the new parking garage which had just been 
built by the city. Proper procedures weren't followed in the purchase of the 
tokens and the city would not use them. I was also informed by C R Clark that 
there was some misunderstanding over the number of tokens ordered (100,000) and the 
price. (C R has this token listed in his FLORIDA catalogue as a parking token 
also.) A large number of these tokens have appeared since 1990. The price should 
not exceed the catalogued price !!!... Thanks to C R for his input,

DRAYACE CHECKS 

Donn Moody of Dover, OH, reports a brass 31mm token inscribed (in incuse 
letters): "J.F, Hensel / Dray & / Expressman / New Phila, / Ohio // Good For 

/ 25C". 

I often get reports of drayage tokens, and as a matter of fact I have a small 
collection of them myself. Drayage checks are freight checks, used to pay someone 
who has a "dray" or cart to carry something for you. They are not good to pay 
for rides or fares. Still they are an allied field, and their rarity is equal to that 
of our depotel tokens. As a matter of fact, most of them come from the same period 
as that of depotels: roughly 1885 to 1 920, so they were used on horse-drawn 

wagons or carts. Because there is no organized group of collectors of these, the 
demand is minimal. So they are worth maybe $10 at most, unless one is an avid state 
token collector. 


I would be happy to run a list of them, if any of you out there care to send 
me rubbings and descriptions of what you have. Personally I really like them.

We have just learned that San Diego has put into use a new "universal token," 
which both Bill Sowell and I learned about on the internet. Bill is arranging to sec- 
cure a supply for our New Issues Service. 

On the front page of the March issue, discussing FL 410 A, I stated that it was 
my understanding they never charged tolls on the Florida Overseas Highway. Comes 
now a letter from Geoffrey Dean of Sanibel, FL, to set me straight. He has a book 

published in 1970, a "Key Guide to Key West and the Florida Keys," in which on page 

40 it states: "The Overseas Highway was built by the Monroe County Toll Bridge 

Commission. . .financed by tolls. It was begun in 1936, opened in 1938, and completed 
in 1942." It continues, "Many tourists, refusing to pay the $1.25 for each car, never 
got beyond the toll gate at Lower Matecumbe (the other toll gate was on the eastern 
side of Big Pine Key)." In light of this, I think perhaps FL 410 A was, indeed, in- 
tended for use as a toll token, although we now know they were never actually used. 

A rare and fascinating book is No tes on the ^oljection of Transfers by William 
J. Sidis, a Boston boy genius who wrote the book under the pseudonym Frank Fol- 
lupa. It was published about 1926. The Transport Ticket Society of Great Britain 
has a copy in their library they would like to sell, but I have no idea what they 
want for it. If you're interested write the Librarian of the TTS at Seville House, 
Seville Road, Skelmanthorpe, West Yorkshire HD8 9EG, U.K. We swap subscriptions 
with them and their bulletin is beautifully prepared and lavishly illustrated (often in 
color). It is all about world transportation tickets and occasionally they mention 
tokens, as in the April issue they report that a haulage firm has just issued 30p green 
tokens to pay toll for their trucks on the Swinford Toll Bridge.

THE STORY OF THE A.V.A. BRATTLEBORO TOKENS 

By John Coffee 

Nineteen fifty-eight was a very good year. I made the acquaintance of Maurice 
Gould, prominent numismatist then living in Boston, visiting his Copley Coin Company 
often, and from him bought some great tokens including MA 115 F (previously 

mknown) and my first depotel, WI 180 E. He prevailed on me to give a guest lecture 

for a course he was teaching at M.I.T. on numismatics, and I prevailed on him to 
join the A.V.A. He remained a member until his death many years later. 

And Harold Ford, stationed at Ladd AFB in Alaska, wrote and invited me to 

meet him in New York to attend My Fair Lady , as he had some tickets for it. His 

service as an Air Force lieutenant completed, Harold came up to Boston and spent 
nearly a month with me, helping me put the finishing touches on the first edition 
of Atwood's Catalogue which was distributed that summer. Harold picked up a new 
sports car, a Karmann Ghia, and drove it all over New England, while I remained 
in Boston teaching and preaching. In Manchester, NH, Harold discovered two pre- 
viously unknown new issues (NH 640 L and M) and that Fall I drove up and bought 
a supply for our New Issues Service. 

In Brattleboro, VT, Harold visited the local bus line. Brattle Transit Corp., 
which was not using tokens but whose owner. Bill Sand, said he'd like to use them. 
Harold suggested that the A.V.A. might give him a supply if he'd use them, and 

if he'd OK our putting something about the AVA on the reverse. Fine, he said. 

So that Fall I put a notice in THE FARE BOX announcing that tokens for the 
Brattle Transit Corp. would be struck in white metal, copper, brass, and aluminum. 
The aluminum would be put in use up there, along with just a tiny number of each 

of the WM, copper, and brass. I then took advance orders for the WM, copper, 

and brass, at the rate of $2 per set of three, with a limit of three per member. I 
received orders for 121 sets (including 2 sets for myself). So I placed an order with 
S.M. Spencer, an ancient die stamping firm in Boston, for 125 each of WM, brass, 
and copper, along with 1,150 aluminum. Spencer passed the order along to Meyer 
& Wenthe of Chicago, who did the actual striking. When the tokens arrived I drove 
up to Brattleboro, and gave Mr. Sand 1,000 aluminum tokens, with just four each 
of the WM, brass, and copper ones mixed in. Sand put them all into use right away. 
Thus VT 150 B,C,D,E, came into actual use. And they got lots of use. On their 
reverse we put wording about the 10th Anniversary of the AVA. 

When I placed the order I also had just five struck in pure silver, as well. 

Then in 1965 I phoned Mr. Sand and asked if he could use some more tokens, 
and he said absolutely Yes. So I placed another order with S.M. Spencer for 400 
aluminum tokens with the same obverse, but wording about the 10th Anniversary 
of the AVA New Issues Service on the reverse. I also ordered 400 more aluminum 
with the simple reverse wording "Collect Transportation Tokens The Educational 
Hobby". One hundred of each went to John Nicolosi for the New Issues Service, 
and 300 of each went immediately into use in Brattleboro. When I placed the order 
I also had just ten of each struck in brass (Presentation Pieces P and R) and just 
seven of each struck in pure silver (Pres. Pc, O and Q). As the silver and brass 
were never put in use we listed the as Presentation Pieces (I did give one of the 
brass ones to Bill Sand). But the VT 150 C,D,E, actually did go into use, albeit 
only 4 of each. 

So in effect we created artificial rarities of C,D,E, a practice that should not 
be encouraged. I was young and impetuous then, and new issues were not coming 
out that often. But I don't see it happening again. That those who bought the 
sets of C,D,E, for $2 per set made a good investment is indicated by the price real- 
ized for the set of 3 at a recent AVA auction. The 3 tokens fetched $85.00 for the 
set! 


Incidentally as part of our 10th Anniversary in 1958, our then president, F. 
Gordon Smith, arranged for striking some bronze medals. I don't remember how 
many, but probably 100 or so. At the time I also had five struck in pure silver. 
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THE STRUCK FIBRE TOKENS 
By John Coffee 

We have a number of cardboard tokens listed in our catalogue. We call them 
Fibre. Some of them have printed inscriptions on them, like cardboard tickets. These 
include a number of very rare depotel tokens, as well as a handful of early streetcar 
tokens (VA 190 A for instance), and some bus tokens. But 74 of them, by ray count, 
actually have struck inscriptions on them, just like metal tokens. 

Cardboard tokens were used in place of metal in early years because they were, 
of course, less expensive than metal tokens. During wartime, when there was a 
shortage of metal, they provided a tolerable substitute for metal. During the First 
World War some hack lines issued their tokens in fibre (TX 965 G-K probably). Then 
during the Second World War a number of bus lines used fibre for their tokens. 

None of the fibre tokens are really common, and some of them are extremely 
rare. Probably the rarest and most desirable would be NY 890 D, the Troy & W’vl't 
Ferry Co. token, of which I believe my specimen is the only one known. But just 
as desirable would be TX 710 A, the Paris R.W. Co., which I obtained in a swap 
from George Fuld many years ago. I gave him MD 60 P out of ray collection, and 
he gave me the TX 710 A plus MT 140 I. I remember his comment on sending me 
the two tokens: "Here is your pound of flesh." I have since acquired another MD 

60 P. I think that's the only time I took a token out of my collection for a swap, 
but the TX 710 A was worth it. Right up there in rarity would be PA 750 Q, the 
Wissahickon Electric Pass. Ry. Co., token which I bought from a coin dealer at the 
1966 A.N.A. Convention at Chicago. I paid $20 for it. From the same dealer on 

that occasion I got NJ 390 D (North Hudson County Ry. letter carrier token) also 

for $20. That was a very good day. So far as I know there are only two of the 

VJissahickon tokens in collections anywhere. Then there's LA 850 G, the little fibre 

half fare token for the Sioux City Cable Ry . I bought a small collection years ago 
because it contained one good token: lA 850 E. I paid $200 to get some 200 tokens 

of which the 850 E was the only good one. Imagine my delight when I also found 

the 850 G in there as well. I don't know if anyone else owns that token. 

Another rarity of more recent vintage is KS 450 H, the red fibre Naval Air Sta- 
tion bus token from Hutchinson. I got this about 20 years ago from J.L. Hargett, 
and I think there can't be more than one or two others in collections . This one dates 
from the Second World War. Of similar vintage and also of great rarity are the two 
fibre Queen of Martyrs school tokens of Dayton, OH 230 Y and AA. I don't know 

how many of these are in captivity but I suspect they are still census. Then we 

have the VA 600 M, the little green fibre Norton token that lists for $100, and well 
worth it. This is 2nd World War vintage, as are the two very rare Hodag fibres 
from Rhinelander, WI 720 A,B. 

It seems that when a token comes in both metal and fibre, the fibre ones are 
nearly always much rarer than the metal. For instance the CO 540 A, the solid 
La Junta fibre is very rare, as is I A 30 C, the maroon fibre Interstate Transit of 
Ames, and the red fibre Dogtown ferry, IL 220 D. But then all the Dogtowns are 
rare. Another rarity is the green fibre Yellow Bus of Corvallis, OR 160 I without 
any yellow enamel on it. With the enamel it is only scarce. 

Of interest are a couple of fibre patterns that were never adopted. In my col- 
lection I have PA 998 C, a maroon fibre otherwise just like PA 325 A. I assume the 
325 A was struck in 1930, as dated. But was the fibre pattern submitted during 
the war, or earlier? We also have OH 998 E, a grey fibre pattern for the Cincinnati 
Street Railway, obviously World War II vintage. 

We have some curious mysteries in the Cohoes and Waterford, NY, bridge tokens. 
The NY 140 D, for instance, is listed as vulcanite, as is the 140 C. I think they 
are really pressed fibre. Now I also have 140 C in real vulcanite as well. The same 
is true of NY 935 C. It comes both real vulcanite and pressed fibre, and the 935 
D comes only in pressed fibre. The fibre seems different from most fibre and that 
is why we listed them as vulcanite. But they definitely are more like pressed fibre. 
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There are more of these. Very few are really common, and I don't think they 
are manufacturing pressed fibre tokens these days -at all. For that reason they form 
a fascinating category all by themselves. In case you'd like a shot at collecting them 
as a group, here is a list of them, but I may have missed a couple:

A final note: Back in the early 1940's, I visited the office of the Washington, 
Marlboro & Annapolis Motor Line in Washington DC. It was a treasure trove for a 
collector. I was allowed to buy all that I wanted of DC 500 G,H,I, at 104 each, and 
then the man in the office said "Do you want any of our zone checks?" Zone checks? 

He showed me a bag of at least 5,000 of DC 997 A and another bag of 5,000 of 997 

B. He said I could have "several" free. I took a small handful of each, not wanting 

to appear greedy. I was 15 years old at the time. Wish I’d taken more, as the 997 

A fetched $8.40 at the AVA auction this past year, and 997 B realized $4.25. The 
997 A actually comes in two distinct shades: light grey and very dark grey. I still 
have a hunch these were actually good for fare, and not really zone checks, but it's 

too late now and they were already out of use when I was at the office in 1943. 

FORTY YEARS AGO IN THE FARE BOX 

FROM THE MAY 1962 ISSUE 

Recently the Editor visited Baltimore, and while there I attempted to secure some 
of the Loch Hill tokens (MD 940 D). I drove out to Towson and rode the bus. It's 
an ancient vehicle with a protruding front. The company owns only one bus, which 
is driven by the owner. I made one complete round trip and was the only passenger 
the entire trip! The present token (940 D) has been in use since 1952 [so the owner 
told me, but the correct date was actually 1954], when 1,000 were struck. However 
the owner refused flatly to sell me any of his tokens, saying he needed them. Even- 
tually he did permit me to purchase a dollar's worth (seven) but that was all, and 

he added that it was a waste of time for collectors to write him for tokens.

FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO IN THE FARE BOX 

FROM THE SEPTEMBER 1957 ISSUE 

Our friend in Atlantic City, [AVA member] Harry Salavitch, was reported in 
the August [1957] issue as having bought out the token supplies of Griffin Motor Coa- 
ches of Georgia, and Fullinton Auto Bus Co. of Pennsylvania. Weil, apparently he 
has found difficulty in moving such large quantities of tokens ... so Mr. Salavitch had 
about a thousand of each kind silver-plated. It's a nice plating job, much better than 
most transit companies can afford. Of course these plated tokens are in no way 
regular varieties since the whole business was a private venture. Mr. Salavitch 

is not trying to put one over on anyone — he freely admits that he plated the tokens. 

So if you come across a Griffin token, or a Fullington token, with a nice silver plating 
on it, you'll know why. If, under the circumstances, you would like some of these 

plated tokens for your collection as oddities, you can quite likely get them from Mr. 

Salavitch.

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THE JOHNSON CtTY TAXI TOKEN: NY 435 A 

By Gary Plpher from the October 1982 Fare Box 
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About one year ago we had a customer in our coin store with a handful of coins 
and tokens. He was a retired grocer and had saved these items for years. In this 
group was a little brass token inscribed JOHNSON / (ORNAMENT) / CITY / (ORNA- 
MENT) / TAXI // ONE / 35C / RIDE 

The token is brass 18mm with a beaded border on both sides. Since the grocer 
knew I collected tokens from New York State he gave it to me. He has never been 
back. He stated that someone had been in his grocery store and purchased some 
goods. The person had little money so he accepted this token in trade for merchandise. 

After many hours in the local library looking thru Binghamton city directories, 

I have pieced together the following information about the Johnson City Taxi. The 
taxi was originally owned and run by a local man and his family. James J. Zacharias 
is first mentioned in the directories as a shoeworker. Johnson City is the home of Endi- 
cott Johnson Shoe Co., known throughout the world. He probably worked for them 

making shoes. He worked there from 1922 to 1929. Living in Johnson City at various 

addresses he is first listed as a chauffeur in 1929. His place of employment isn't listed 

from 1929 to 1934. In 1935 he and his wife Margret moved to 7 Avenue D in the city 

and started up a taxicab company. The name of the firm is not listed; 1943 is the 

first listing of Johnson City Taxi in the directories. He is listed as the owner with 

his wife. In 1944 his son Robert became a driver for the company. There is an ad 
for his cab company at 7 Avenue D along with an ad for another local taxi called 
Superior Taxi in the 1946 Binghamton city directory on page 50. In 1947 James J. 
is listed as president and treasurer, Robert is listed as vice-president, and wife 
Margret is now the secretary. The listing remains the same until 1953. I have ads 
from the local yellow pages for 1947-48 and 1956-57 for this company. In 1953 another 

son, James R. is listed as a chauffeur. In 1 954 Robert is no longer listed but a 

Shirley is, as telephone operator for the firm. The firm remained at 7 Avenue D as 
long as the Zacharias family owned it. 

Between 1955 and 1956 the Zacharias family disappears from the directories and 
where they went is unknown. The 1956 listing now has E(dward) Howard Jr. as owner 
of Johnson City Taxi Co. Inc. and the location is now 11 Avenue D. Avenue D is 
a small street with 4 or 5 buildings on it. Under Mr. Howard's name in the directory 
is a listing in 1956 as an employee of the taxi firm. In 1957 he is sole owner and man- 
ager of the company. He continued to run it until 1960. The last listing for the cab 
company is in 1960 with a 15 Avenue D location. At that time Mr. Howard is also the 
owner of the City Cab Co., located in Binghamton. He still runs that firm and 1 know 
of no tokens ever issued by them. In 1962 another cab company was listed at 3 Avenue 
D: Whalen's Taxicab Co., which is still going. 

Mr. Howard failed to reply to my certified letter, in which I asked him about the 
Johnson City Taxi. I assume that he didn't issue the token only because the name 
on the token is Johnson City Taxi, and when he operated it, it was listed as Johnson 
City Taxi Company, Inc. We shall never know.

TOKENS FOR SUPERMARKET TROLLEYS 

Apparently in Great Britain they call shopping carts "trolleys." This confused 
me recently when I discovered on the internet an article about bi-metallic tokens being 
used for supermarket trolleys. But reading the piece, I learned that the tokens are 
used this way: the shopping carts, or "trolleys," are kept locked the way airport 
luggage carts are. You retrieve one by inserting a One Pound coin in a slot, and 
then when you are done with it you return it and get your One Pound back. This 
is how luggage carts are provided in most airports, but shopping carts in the USA 
are always available free without the deposit. Apparently in the U.K. they have tokens 
the same size as their One Pound coin, 22imm wide, 3mm thick, that can be used in 
place of the coin. The tokens usually bear the name of the supermarket, but not al- 
ways. Some are holed, some are solid. Interesting. 
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TRAVELS OF THE A.V.A. DISPLAY BOARD

During the past year the newly built four-panel display board which is decorated 
with pictures of old trolleys and other AVA memorabilia has made a cross-country 
swing in an attempt to attract new members to our organization. Initial use of the 
board occurred in late 2000. In May, 2001, Bob Schopp hosted the board at the 
bi-annual East Penn Traction Club meeting in South New Jersey where "over a couple 
dozen applications and many free tokens" were passed out. 

Following last year's AVA Convention, Henry Nesbitt requested use of the board 
and materials for a presentation to the El Paso Coin Club in October, and then set 
up the display for the International Coin Show there in El Paso in February of this 
year. Henry reported a sizable turnout of interest, but overall, attendees tended 
to be more involved with coins. But some memberships were obtained. 

To finish the cross-country trek, the annual Perris, CA, Railroad Museum "Rail- 
fest 2002" in April was attended by Bill and Jenine Sowell, where much attention 
was centered around the display and "many applications and tokens" were given away 
to prospective members. 

In addition to these workers who contributed many hours of effort, many thanks 
is also given to members such as Charles Bianco, Randy Glucksman, Louis Lockwood, 
Bob Schopp and Forrest Stevens, who have contributed many free tokens within the 
last year, to be passed out at these shows. Also thanks to Frank Sherkow who has 
been diligent in keeping the membership application form current and supplies 
available . 

If there are any members that know of upcoming events that the display board 
could be of benefit in helping obtain new AVA members, feel free to contact me with 
the name, etc., of the respective organization and contact to follow up with. 

THE STORY OF THE BRASS AUSTIN HALF FARE TOKEN: TX 50 M 

When the AVA obtained the Meyer & Wenthe records, thanks to the efforts of 
Duane Feisel, we learned that 5,000 brass half fare tokens, like TX 50 E and F, 
but made of brass, had been struck in November, 1945, but none had even shown 
up. It was a mystery token. Then in the Fall of 1982, an AVA member living down 
there found all 5,000 of them. They had been sitting in an office safe, and now 
in 1982 were headed for the melting pot. He sent me one of them, and suggested 
an unusual fund-raising scheme for the AVA: I would offer these hitherto unknown 
brass tokens in The Fare Box a limited time, for a $5 donation to the AVA Postage 
Fund. After the deadline, all tokens not ordered in advance would be destroyed. 

I made the announcement in the October 1982 issue, with a deadline of January 
31, 1983. All tokens not ordered by then would be destroyed. As it turned out, 

I received exactly 200 orders, at $5 each, thereby earning $1,000 for the AVA Post- 
age Fund. I sent out the 200 tokens, and the remaining 4,800 have since been de- 
stroyed. So here is a token that will always be scarce, and there will never be 
enough of them for the entire membership. We listed it at $7.50 in the 5th Edition 
of our catalogue, and I think it's worth more than that.

Paul Cunningham has now mailed copies of the Year 2002 Membership Roster to 
all members. It is a beautiful job! We're all grateful to Paul for taking on this labor 
for us. It is both alphabetical, and by geographical location. 

Bob Schopp reports a 25mm brass token that could well be a transportation token. 
It is inscribed RIDESHARE / EMC/ONTARIO / TOKEN [with hh mintmark] on obverse, 
with the CE (General Electric) logo on reverse. EMC is for "Engineering Management 
Consultants," who are consultants for Los Angeles County Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority. General Electric has a facility at the Ontario, CA, airport, and this looks 
like a ride token of some sort. Can anyone down there help with this one? 

Inside this issue are two pages of price revisions to the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue. 
One of the pages is reprinted from an earlier Fare Box, so now you will have all the 
price revisions conveniently in one place. These reflect some tokens that have turned 
up in quantity since the catalogue was published, so it's worth looking them over. 
Thanks to Louis Lockwood for preparing them for us. 

Joel Reznick writes, "While I was in Las Vegas, I discovered that NV 500 G, which 
was originally minted by the Union Plaza Hotel for a free bus ride to downtown LV, 
is now being used as a special token given to employees (of the now Plaza Hotel) when 
they cash their paycheck. They put the token in a special slot machine to see if they 
win one of seven prizes offered. They will not sell even one, at any price! I used 
all my wily ways, and came up blank. I still have yet to find one with the error 'Ex- 
^pess' on it." 

Ron Shearer reports a 29mm old-looking token inscribed simply "Good For / One 
/ Ride" on one side, and reverse is blank with a circle of beads. The obverse inscrip- 
tion is incuse. This one looks quite old, like a depotel-era token, but will we ever 
find where it was used? He found it in a Colorado coin shop.

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Bob Phipps reports that there was a token recently on ebay, size unknown, made 
of brass, inscribed "Hoeffler / Mfg. Co. / Milwaukee // 5" and the top bid of $24.75 
did not meet the minimum. The seller said this about the token: 

"This early trolley car token Is guaranteed original. It was given out by Hoeffler Manufacturing 
Company of Milwaukee as a means of advertising. People would use it as a 5? fare on the Milwaukee 
trolley cars. The trolley car company would then redeem them for cash from the Hoffler Company. 

This is a real find for a trolley car or railroad token collector..." 

I would love to see some evidence of the story that he gives about the token. Maybe 
it's true. 

On page 47 last month I had something about supermarket "trolley" tokens used 
in Great Britain. Comes now a note from Viktor Sdndergaard of Roskilde, Denmark, 
Editor of the Danish Token Club newsletter, with which we swap subscriptions: 

"Reading your article on tokens for supermarket "trolleys" in The Fare Box, I would like to inform 
you that such tokens are a great hit in Denmark, where several institutions, insurance companies, 
trade usions, different organizations, sporting clubs, firms, business companies, etc., issue them 
as public relations, and in our Danish Token Club we until now have registered approximately 1,400 
different tokens of this kind and we are thinking of making a catalogue of them. They are also 
used in Sweden, Germany, Belgium and other European countries..." 

Roaming the internet recently I came across amusement ride tokens being used 
all over the world. Hili Fun City, "the biggest amusement park in the Gulf," is in 
Abu Dhabi, in the Persian Gulf. It says "The ride can be used by visitors thru pro- 
ducing Ride Tokens which are issued with the entry tickets." If any AVA members 
happen to visit there, pick up a few for us. At Great Yarmouth, England, one can 
"purchase tokens to ride" at Joyland Amusement Park. Ride tokens are also available 
at Bottons Pleasure Beach Ride in the United Kingdom. These amusement ride tokens 
are now in use all over the world, it would seem. How to get them? 

Charles Hodder sends along a beautiful thick 38mm medal picturing a locomotive, 
inscribed "1880 TRAIN / HILL CITY SD" on obverse with "BLACK HILLS CENTRAL 
/ RAILROAD" on reverse with incuse numerals. T.his is a small tourist train that 
runs from Hill City to Keystone, SD, and if you're interested you can call them at 
605-574-2222. He didn't mention a price, but it's a very attractive piece. 

Bob Phipps recently picked up a 29mm white plastic token with purple printing 
inscribed "Alaska AIDS Vaccine Ride" on obverse, with simply "D / 89" on reverse. 
There is a 5mm hole at the top of the token. He sent an email to someone who could 
provide information, and received the following reply: 

"I did not ride in the Alaska ride, but I did the California AIDS Ride last year, so I assume that 
they used these plastic chips the same way. This was given to each of us when we checked in for the 
ride. There are thousands of people doing these rides, and this assigns each person a tent number 
and a truck number. I remember that my chip number was G69. Each night 1 would go to truch "G" 
and pick up my backpack (which they transport between campsites) and a tent. There was usually 
a big field where we would pitch our cents and Che fields were marked in letter rows from 1 to 
space 69. There is where we would pitch our tent for the night. The chip was a was to make sure 
that no one forgot his assigned number." 

These are bicycle rides, and they have them all over the country. This is the first 
I've heard of the token, though. Obviously not a TT, but still fascinating. 

Inside this issue Is an excellent article by Ron Greene, reprinted from Numis- 
matica Canada . We swap subscriptions and I often learn good information from them. 
For instance in that same June issue is a report of a new one-dollar parking token 
from Vancouver. The brass 23mm token is inscribed "Vancouver / Spectacular By 
Nature / tourismvancouver.com // One Dollar / EasyPark / 2001 / No Cash Value" 

H.M. Zimmerman writes "While my wife was in Anchorage, AK, last week she 
bought 20 TT's, AK 50 E £ J, ten each in a paper tube for $22.50. Transit rate 
effective 1/1/02 went up to $1.25. Hopefully will see you at the convention." 

John Byars sends a clipping from the Houston [TX] Chronicle reporting that 
toll road tokens used on Harris County Toll Roads (TX 445 R) will cease being sold 
as of July 1, 2002, and cease being accepted after January 1 , 2003. "Handling the 
tokens has been more trouble than they're worth," said the Director of the Toll Road 
Authority. 
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Early Vancouver Taxi Tokens

A number of Vancouver taxi firms operating in the 1910’s and 1920’s issued tokens 
which were probably offered to customers as a discount of 25 cents on their next ride. Whether 
those pieces without a value served the same purpose, or whether they were just used as pocket 
pieces is unknown. 


The Big Five Auto and Taxicab Service

There are three different pieces known for this firm which share a common obverse, the 
first two (a and b) are brass, and the third is aluminum. All are round, 27 mm in diameter. The 
Big Five company was first listed in the 1913 City Directory at 833 Pender St. West, although in 
subsequent years it was at 726 Hastings West. It appears to have been taken over by Dominion 
Taxi Service in 1918 or early 1919 as the 1919 city directory shows that company at 726 
Hastings West. The Dominion Taxi Service appears unrelated to the earlier Dominion Taxi Cab 
Company [see below] which used tokens. 

The city directory shows Norman Almas was a self-employed chauffeur by 1913, 
associated with the Big Five Auto Co. In 1916 Mr. Almas was shown as the manager, and in 
1917 he was shown as the proprietor of the Big Five company. By 1918 Mr. Almas appears to 
have left the city. Thus we can say that Mr. Almas was associated with the Big Five from 1913 
to 1917. 

Bob Storms had an auto drivers licence as early as 191 1,' although in 1912 he was 
working a broker. With the advent of the depression which hit British Columbia and Vancouver 
about the end of 1912 he possibly reverted back to driving for a living. He was not in the city 
directories of 1916 or 1918, but in 1917 he was shown as a mechanic for Begg Motor Co. Was 
he working part time for the Big Five? 

George F. Clement was one of several Clements who had auto drivers’ licences in the 
1910’s. Bom in Ontario, he had come to B.C. by 1900. From 1913 until 1916 George Clement 
was listed as working for the Big Five company. In 1917 he was listed as a chauffeur, the 
following year as a mariner, and then as a driver for the White Star Motor Company, managed 
by his brother Henry N. Clement and apparently owned by Henry’s wife, Mrs. J.T. Clement. 

Since the Clement token was issued in a different metal from the Almas and Storms 
pieces we would guess - and we should stress it is a guess - that it was issued later than the other 
two pieces. That would indicate that the Almas and Storms pieces were issued between 1913 
and 1915 and the Clement piece was issued c. 1915-1916.

Currently, tokens are known with five driver numbers, 1, 2, 3, 5 and 8. Will the missing 
numbers will show up in the future? All the tokens are struck in brass, round and 24 mm in 
diameter. The City Taxi company was first listed in the Vancouver city directory for 1913 
(published in June 1913), under the management of Bert Filmer. The address given was 416 
Abbott Street, and the phone number Seymour 4388, By May 1914 the company was listed in 
the phone book at 412 Abbott Street, with the number Seymour 4387. 

In January 1918 the City Taxi Cab, Auto & Sightseeing Co. Limited was incorporated^ 
and it took over the operation of City Taxi Cab and Automobile Co., the Empire Taxi Cab 
Company and the Vancouver Auto & Taxi Company, which were respectively at 412 Abbott, 
622 Robson and 722 Hastings Street West. Approximately twenty vehicles were involved in the 
take-over of the three firms. Bert Filmer continued to manage the company and his wife, 
Frances, was a shareholder, and the dispatcher. The 1922 board of directors included the very 
prominent Vancouver financier, Gen. Victor W. Odium. The firm underwent a liquidation and 
voluntary windup as of May 13, 1927. - 

The tokens most likely date from the initial year, 1913, the only year that Seymour 4388 
was shown as the firm’s main phone number.

The Dominion Taxi Cab Company, Limited was incorporated on Jan. 4, 1913.^ One of 
its purposes was to take over the goodwill and operations of the Dominion Taxi Cab Company 
which was run by Reginald Dunn and Harold Coe. Since the city directory for 1912 does not 
mention the Dominion Taxi Cab Company, it was probably organized in the latter half of the 
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year. Coe and Dunn had held auto driver’s permits since 1910 and 1911 respectively. The 
incorporated company was listed at 326 Abbott St., Phone number Seymour 789. 

The Dominion Taxi Cab Company Limited was listed again in 1915 with J, Melhuish, 
manager. The following year, 1916, the company was not listed and the 326 Abbott Street 
address was shown as vacant. Neither Coe nor Dunn were in the city directory and a George 
Melhuish was shown as a building manager. As mentioned above an apparently unrelated 
Dominion Taxi Service, proprietor Howard Keays appeared in 1918. 

The token does not indicate any incorporation and so was possibly issued in late 1912. In 
any case its period of use would not have extended beyond 1912 to 1915. The token is brass, 
round and 24 mm in diameter. 


Tram Taxi

Walter D. “Pete” Green was bom in Ontario and came to British Columbia in 1917. On 
January 4, 1918 he obtained an auto driver’s permit, and an auto licence. Through the year he 
added four more licences for either 1 122 Granville Street, or 41*^ and Alma. In 1922 the Tram 
Taxi is first listed, with W.D. “Pete” Green, proprietor, at 337 Carrall Street. The following year 
the Tram Taxi is owned by A. Munro and C.E, McKenzie. Pete Green later went on to be a 
broker, and in the 1950’s owned and operated the Broadway Social Club. Tram Taxi Limited 
was incorporated in 1925,'* to take over a going concern at 337 Carrall from J. Dempster. At that 
time the company had five taxis, four of which were 1925 Oldsmobiles and one 1924 Reo. The 
firm’s last annual report filed was dated November 27, 1926 and it was dissolved in 1930. Mr. 
Dempster moved the Tram Taxi to 404 Columbia in North Vancouver. There was also a Tram 
Taxi on Columbia in New Westminster operated by A.W. Morgan. In 1927 the United Taxi was 
operating out of the old Tram Taxi offices at 337 Carrall St. To confuse the picture another 
Tram Taxi Company was operating in the late 1930’s from the same Carrall Street address. 

The token is Aluminum, Round, 2814 mm in diameter. It had to be issued in 1922, the 
only year that Green was associated with the Tram Taxi.

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This company is more of a puzzler than the preceding companies. It was incorporated in 
November 1916. The papers of incorporation would have allowed it to operate as ataxi-cab 
company, a bus company, or a transport company, and the subscribers to the company were; 

John Wm Gold, manager of the Colonial Tire & Rubber Co. Ltd. 

Murray Robertson Cliff, sec-treas. of the Vancouver Timber & Trading Co. Ltd. 

Wm Henry B. Sharp, of the Vancouver Auto & Taxi Service 

F. Leighton Thomas, of Thomas & Hooper, publishers of The Traveller. 

The 1917 and 1918 city directory listings show the company office at 625, 744 Hasting 
West, which was the sixth floor office of The Traveller. There are no subsequent listings for the 
company. The token reads 330 Seymour Street, but no city directories from 1916 to 1920 show 
the company at that address. The firm of Robertson & Pennock, Insurance, Estate and Financial 
and Mining Brokers, is at that address from 1916 to 1919 and we could find no relationship 
between the two firms. Leslie C. Hill’s notes say that the Seymour exchange was introduced in 
1911 and that Phone 58 was registered to a Capt. Robinson who doesn’t appear to be related to 
the Union Jack Motor Co. Limited. Mr. Sharp’s Vancouver Auto & Taxi Service was one of 
those firms taken over by the City Taxi Cab, Auto & Sightseeing Co. Limited in 1918. When 
asked in 1921 by the Registrar of Companies for an annual report to be filed the solicitor for the 
Union Jack Motor Company Ltd. wrote that the company had not been in operation for at least 
three years and they were hoping to keep it active in case they were able to recommence 
operations. Mind you, he had said the same thing in November 1918, which would have 
indicated it was dormant before it was incorporated! It might indeed be the case that the 
company never got into operation. The company was dissolved Feb. 23, 1922. 

The token is aluminum, scalloped, 29 mm in diameter. It is uniface except for a circle of 
beads on the reverse.

The Union Taxi Cab Co. Limited was incorporated on the 30* of January 1913.® It was 
located at 401 Columbia St., and C.W. Monk was the manager. The subscribers to the 
incorporation were Theodore B. Monk, John J. Grady, and Henry G. Lawson. A return of April 
13 , 1913 showed Theodore B. Monk, a resident of Victoria, was the governing director, and 
Cyril W. Monk was the other director. The assets included “Taxi Cabs $3,000.00” which 
consisted of three 1912 Ford taxi cabs. Part of the financing was provided by the Bank of 
Ottawa. The company took over the taxi cab business formerly run by Grover Cleveland Frame 
under the firm name of Union Taxi Cab Service, although neither man nor company is listed in 
the 1912 city directory. There was a William Frame listed as a driver for the Union Taxi Cab 
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Co. in the 1913 directory. There is no 1913 telephone book available, but the 1914 issue gave 
the phone number as Seymour 76 which confirms the attribution. The company was listed until 
1915, but the 1916 city directory shows a Chinese owned printing company at 401 Columbia and 
no Cyril W. Monk is listed. No annual reports were ever filed and after two warning letters the 
company was struck from the register on Feb. 14, 1921. 

The token is aluminum, round, 24 mm in diameter. It had to be issued between 1913 and 
1915. We would like to give Leslie C. Hill the credit for most of the rubbings.

THE SEARCH FOR NJ 215 A: THE FUNJUNGLE TOKEN

Dad and I attended a coin show in Somerset, NJ, in May this year and on the way we drove thru Edison, 
NJ, in search of the Family Funjungle token [listed December 2001]. Before going I had spent several hours 
on the internet in search of the company without any success. I had called several of the companies listed 

with Big Yellow in Edison, NJ, thinking that the name had been changed and maybe someone would remember where 

Family Funjungle had been located. I had no success and everyone I spoke to had never heard of Family Fun- 
jungle. My next step was to stop in Edison on the way to Somerset and look for old phone books thinking that 
the company might have been listed and had the name changed, but that I could still check out the address. 

We stopped at a strip maill in Edison and I went from shop to shop looking for phone books, checked 2001 
nothing, 2000 nothing, and it appeared I was at the end of the trail before-no one had an early phone book. 
The second to last store in the strip mall was a shoe repair shop, you know the kind that has been there since 
the war with the smell of polish and wax and it was run by an elderly Asian who had a 1996 phone book. Yeah!! 

Family Funjungle was listed at 216 Tingel Road. I got directions to the street and as you might well 
imagine it was all the way across town, and believe it or not, out on a small country lane. I arrived and 
met an employee (Dot) and one of the owners (Mark Henderson). Both remembered the tokens and both felt they 
had some at home. They indicated that they would look for them that evening and I would call in the morning 
and return if any were found. 

I called next morning and, Yes, two were located by Mark! I drove out and obtained two tokens, but on 
the obverse they state "FUNJUNGLE EDISON, NEW JERSEY" with a simulated jungle scene, and on reverse there 
is the standard "NO CASH VALUE" with rwm mintmark. So it is not listable as it says nothing about rides. 

I learned that the company had begun operations prior to 1995, but he could not remember when. The token 

he gave me was the first token used, and it was good for everything at the mini -amusement park: rides, video 

games, games of skill. The park was originally set up for company picnics and birthday parties and family 
outings. You could rent all or part of the park. 

As the park become successful and the supply of the first token diminished, a second order was placed, 
and this order was for the piece we have listed as NJ 215 A, with "RIDES" stamped all over the reverse. At 
this time they also added the word "FAMILY" to the obverse of their token. They ordered NJ 215 A some time 
after 1996 but they could not remember exactly when. 

Mark Henderson and his wife Ann Marie are the third owners of the park. All of the games and rides are 
now gone, and the name has been changed to Henderson Gymnastic Academy. Mark teaches gymnastics to children 
between ages 8 and 16. They have no use for tokens today, and I continued to contact them hoping an old token 
will surface. But no luck yet.

A question raised in these pages by J. M. Kotler more than 35 years ago has now been answered 
by a New Zealand transit historian. It concerns the use made of the common octagonal aluminum token 
issued by the municipality of Dunedin for use on its tramways. 

Graham Stewart illustrates this token on page 16 of his book. The End of the Penny Section: 

When Trams Ruled the Streets of New Zealand (Wellington. Grantham House, 1993). He identifies the 
piece as “a penny section token which was issued on the horse-trams after the system was taken over by the 
Dunedin Corporation.” 

This information suggests that the token, listed by Kenneth E. and Kirk S. Smith as an “electric 
streetcar” token, should be relisted as a “horsecar” token, at least with regard to its original use, per 
Stewart. This would require redesignating it in their catalog of world horsecar, horseomnibus, streetcar and 
bus tokens from the present double letter code (NZ 240AA) to a single letter (NZ 240A) in keeping with 
their classification system set forth on page 9 of the catalog. 

According to Stewart, the municipality of Dunedin took over the running of horse tram services on 
21 March 1901 from a private corporation. Electric trams were introduced m December, 1903, and the fleet 
of 32 horse trams and steam-tram trailers was withdrawn from service by 1905. (One of the horse trams, 

No. 18, is preserved by the Tramway Historical Society at Ferrymead near Christchurch.) This time fi^me 
brackets the original use of the tokens within a 4 year period. 

In his article (19 Fare Box 71, 1965) Kotler also asks, “Was there a special penny fare section of 
^ town or were the lines laid out in zones, this being for a penny zone?” Stewart’s book states the latter. 

When electric trams were introduced, Auckland changed its fere structure from a flat 3d rate irrespective of 
the distance traveled to “one penny a section.” As noted, Dunedin put the reduced “section” feres in effect 
during the horsecar years. A tum-of-the-century visitor to Wellington wrote: “Riding about in the new 
electric cars is a great game here. It is nothing unusual for a femily party to get into a car and ride back and 
forward the full length of the route several times. [Haven’t all vecturists done that?] The service is a huge 
success and very popular. For a penny you can go a distance equal, say, to the section from Thomdon 
terminus to the Opera House in Maimers Street ...” . 

It is possible that the Dunedin “permy section” tokens were not retired with the horsecars. Roland 
C. Atwood, “the great, roving American collector,” wrote in 1962 that he had then visited Dunedin and 
learned that the tokens “have been obsolete for 20 years,” implying that they remained in use until 1 942. 

(16 Fare Box 35). Kotler wrote that Atwood had told him he had then obtained the remaining supply of 
tokens, about 20, from the city. At any rate they are easily obtained today. 

Stewart writes with considerable wit and thoroughness; great photographs abound, and numerous 
anecdotes enliven the history. While the era of the “penny section” m New Zealand may be over, many of 
the vehicles have been preserved in the country’s three tramway museums, and several of them, including a 
dinner tram, operate at a leisurely pace on a streetcar loop in downtown Christchurch.

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John Coffee found the RebelRide token on the internet. It is used on a rubber 
tired trolley that roams the University of Mississippi campus. Tokens are sold mostly 
to students at $2 each, and have a hole at the left so that a quantity of them may 
be kept on a string. The very nice lady sent John ten of them gratis, but when 
he called back to see about ordering 200, he was told they would get back to him. 

So far they have not. One individual John spoke to said the blue tokens are now 

obsolete and a new color will be used in the Fall but he hadn't seen one. Very likely 

we shall have these eventually for the New Issues Service. 

Bob Phipps reports that the Montana land token was recently offered on ebay, 
and fetched $108.50. 

On a hunch John Coffee phoned the Five Mile Beach Electric Railway in Wildwood 
and asked what they were using. The man he spoke to described a very nice 

commemorative brass one that was new to us. They would not sell fewer than 25 and 
the tokens cost $4, so John laid out $100 for 25 of them. They have since agreed 
to sell us 200 of them for the New Issues Service. The token is used on a 

rubber-tired trolley on the boardwalk. 

Crawford Area Transportation Authority (C.A.T.A.) of Meadville, PA, issued 
a new plastic token this spring. Bill Garrison obtained a supply for the N.I.S. 

Bob Spencer located the city where the Checker Cab token was used, via the 
internet. The token is pictured on page 22 of the February 2002 issue. John Coffee 
phoned them and was told they had destroyed all of their tokens over ten years ago 
and they didn't have a one left. None had been redeemed in recent years. 

On the internet John Coffee found something for a "Vermont trolley," and after 
at least a dozen phone calls he found someone who knew about a token. Apparently 
^ the token is used only during the winter season for skiers. John obtained two of 
them for $1 each, but whether we'll be able to get more of them is still uncertain. 

Ed Bawden recently discovered the V/aterloo, Wl, carousel had issued two more 
tokens since we listed Wl 915 B in December 2000. Again, we lack background infor- 
mation. Ed obtained supplies of both for the New Issues Service. 

On a hunch John Coffee called up the city council meeting minutes of Sheridan, 
WY, and noted an item for paying a bill to a plastic firm for "trolley tokens." John 
called the Chamber and was told they were using a wooden token, and they sent John 
two of them gratis. When he called back and said we could use 200 of them, they 
said they'd be willing to sell them at $1 each plus shipping. So this one will be dis- 
tributed by the New Issues Service to its members.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

The Lake Havasu token has been distributed by the New Issues Service to its members 
As tokens have been in use there since 1987 or 1988, we are uncertain when 375 C went in 
to use. It is a dial-a-ride operation, and tokens are sold in City Hall. 
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Bill Sowell learned of tbe new San Diego token on the internet. It replaces all 
of the older tokens, which are now being melted down. Bill has obtained a supply for 
members of the New Issues Service, 

The new San Jose tokens render the older 775 N and 0 obsolete. The new ones are 
good for an all-day pass to ride light rail, buses, and historic streetcars in down- 
town. The adult tokens sell at 5 for $18, for a $4 fare; the youth tokens sell at 5 
for $11.25, for a $2.50 fare. The new tokens were tied in with introduction of new 
light rail cars, which are handicapped-friendly: the door and floor at the center of 
the car are level with the boarding platforms, making them easily wheelchair-access- 
ible. The older cars needed a ramp put down which was very time intensive, according 
to information supplied by Bill Del Palacio, who reported the tokens. When a rider 
drops the token in the fare box, he or she is handed a day pass for limitless rides 
that day. The New Issues Service will supply these to its members. 

The Connecticut Electric Railway Assn, operates the trolley museum at Warehouse 
Point, CT, which was the site for the ride associated with the AVA 1997 convention. 

They have issued a beautiful token, good for adult fare, to commemorate the 100th an- 
niversary of Fairhaven & Westville KR Co. Open Car #355, which is pictured on the 
token. This car later ran for the Connecticut Company, and was one of the last open 
cars running in revenue service in this country. It was retired in 1948, and acquired 
by the Museum. It is currently being restored to its original condition, and should 
be finished later this year. Five thousand of the tokens were struck by Roger Williams 
Mint in June of this year. The token is good for a $6.00 adult fare in the museum, 
good for rides. Thanks to Steve Kellner, the Connecticut Trolley Museum is making a 
supply of these available to our New Issues Service at a reduced rate. 

Fred McGinnis reported that the new ISiiim brass Eugene, OR, token has been out for 
about a year. It is like OR 240 D, but has "Oregon" spelled out. The small token is 
for youth and senior use with a 50<; fare value. They sell at 5 for $2.10, for use by 
seniors over 62, and kids age 5 to 18. The aluminum adult token went into use July 1. 
They are sold at 5 for $5, for a $1 cash fare. "For anyone age 19-51," according to 
the envelope in which they are sold. The N.I.S. hopes to have supplies of these two 
tokens for its members. 

The Unidentified 278 was mentioned in The Fare Box a while back. No one has come 
forward with any suggestions. John Coffee searched the internet, and there are Thomp- 
sons Runs in Pennsylvania and Ohio, so probably the token is from that area. We'd like 
at least to have some listing for a railroad with that name. Certainly an old one. 

The three Vancouver, BC, tokens were described in Ron Greene's splendid article 
in last month's issue. The Victoria token will be given full coverage in a pending 
article that Ron has already sent to John Coffee for publication, we hope in the Aug- 
ust or September issue. 

Several collectors has reported plastic transportation and car wash tokens that 
differ from listed issues, but which were not obtained from the source. We contacted 
some of the firms named on the tokens, and they denied ever having issued or used such 
tokens. We believe these plastic oddities are errors or trials or something. It would 
appear that plastic token manufacturers may be doing what manufacturers of wooden tokens 
have long been doing, so oddball plastic tokens need to be confirmed as legitimate is- 
sues before we list them.

About noon on Thursday I arrived at our Convention hotel at Appleton, saw Ed 
Axthelm and Bill S Kathy Weber, so the three of us drove in Bill’s car to iola for 
the get-together at Krause Publications. A bunch of AVA'ers were already there 
when we arrived, and Cliff Mishler came out and greeted us, and gave us a grand 
tour of the very extensive plant of Krause Publications. As we entered the building, 
which houses over 300 employees — the largest employer in lola — each of us was given 
a pure silver Club Tour token for the ride in an antique Yellowstone bus from the 
plant to Chet Krause's antique car collection. The pure silver token, in proof con- 
dition (each housed in a plastic holder) is described thus:

I was told by Cliff Mishler that only 70 of these were struck, and nearly all were 
given out to attendees at our convention. What a fabulous souvenir! Chet's antique 
car collection contains some 57 antique autos. My favorite was a 1929 Packard 
Dietrich Phaeton, but he also has a 1912 Sears Runabout and a 1903 Ford Model A 
Tonneau. In addition to the autos there are some 29 antique trucks, and various 
ambulances, buses, and ancient engines and fire trucks. Quite a feast for the eyes. 
Speaking of feasting, in due time enough food to feed several conventions was 
brought in, and we all enjoyed an informal, but delicious, dinner. One of the most 
memorable occasions of any AVA convention I have attended. 

From lola to Appleton is over 50 miles, and we were back at the Hilton just 
as darkness was descending. Next day was an all-day bourse, at which I learned 
of a number of tokens not previously reported, and made the acquaintance of at 
least ten members who had not attended previous conventions. For myself a de- 
lightful occasion was when I spotted the Bethel, Alaska 110 A, among some tokens 
that Gene Johnson was showing. 1 asked what he wanted for it— I've been chasing 
that cute little token for over a year — and he replied, "Oh, you can have it." As 
you may imagine, I was light-headed for the rest of the day. The token pictures 

a van bus unlike any other bus on any token I have ever seen. The line that used 

it lasted only briefly and has been out of business for some years now. 

The AVA Convention tour token, distributed that morning when we registered, 
is one of the most attractive we've ever issued. Only 300 were struck. This one 

was definitely used: we had to show it for the train ride and to enter the rail- 

road museum grounds in Green Bay, to prove we were with the AVA. Each is housed 
in its round plastic container. 
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Friday evening was the Convention Auction, and prices seemed more reasonable 
than in the past. There were some real bargains this time, as well as some high 
prices (e.g. the Hawaiian key tags). One reason, I believe, is that a number of 
members at the floor auction were yawning and not as lively bidders as when the 

auction was held in the afternoons, as in the past. Or in the mornings. 

Saturday we spent all day at Green Bay, arriving about 10 A.M. Again, I rode 
with Bill S Kathy Weber, and Ed Axthelm, in Bill's car. Everything was on the 

grounds of the National Railway Museum, which offers 20-minute train rides behind 

a steam engine which has been altered so that actual power is a diesel engine hidden 
in the tender. But it looks like a steamer! Inside the large buildings were all sorts 
of things dear to the hearts of rail fans, and a real "Big Boy" 4-8-8-4, an enormous 
locomotive, as well as lots of other engines and passenger cars. Hundreds of local 
people were present for the reenactment of an imaginary Civil War battle, and hun- 
dreds of people from age 11 to age 80+ were in period costumes and uniforms of both 
the Union and Confederate armies. I am not interested in battle reenactments, but 
I enjoyed the general ambience of the place, and John Hoffman, Ed Axthelm, and 
I wandered all over the grounds and climbed a very tall tower that gave us a grand 
view of everything. The day did seem overlong, though, and as the afternoon wore 
on most of us sat in the shade on picnic benches and talked tokens. Dinner was 
about 6:30 pm, and as we were the guests of the Civil War people, they allowed us 
to get first in line, for which we were all grateful. Dinner was excellent, devoured 
on the picnic benches in the shade. It was a warm day, but not hot. All in all, 
a delightful way to spend a Saturday. 

Sunday was our business meeting, friendly and brief as always. When it was 
over 1 left before the complimentary brunch enjoyed by nearly everyone else. 1 
headed north, across the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, and spent the night at 

Manistique on the north shore of Lake Michigan. It was a perfect evening as I 

walked along the lake beach. A brisk wind was blowing off the lake which, for all 
intents and purposes resembled the ocean with big waves whipped into white caps. 
Next day I entered Canada, spent the night at North Bay, Ontario, and reentered 
the USA at Cornwall, crossing the Cornwall-Massena Bridge as it was once known 
when it used tokens. I spent my last night on the road at Malone, NY, and was 
back home in Boston on Wednesday, August 14, which happened to be the hottest 

and muggiest day in 25 years in Boston. It was lOT^ as I drove in! So from 

Needles, CA, where it was a dry 122°, to Boston where it was a muggy 101°, I saw 
lots of heat this summer. 

At the convention Roger Bolz showed me a number of plastic tokens he has ac- 
quired, which were previously unknown to us. Several are simply manufacturing 
errors, but some are new issues. For instance he had a MN 740 A but with a blank 
reverse. I phoned the authority in St. James and was informed that they did, 
indeed, have a token with a blank reverse as well as one with the inscription on 

both sides. We are trying to get a supply for N.I.S. He also has a token like NY 

25 H and J but his is blue with "Community Solutions For Transportation 843-9935" 
on its reverse. I calledAmsterdam and will try to get some for the N.I.S. I think 
there may be a handicapped token as well with the new reverse. Then a couple other 
fascinating ones he had:

He says that it is good for $25 worth 
of taxi rides, and is sold to patrons who might otherwise be unable to drive. This 
place is more than just a tavern. Bob says. It is also an "adult shop," offering 
various things to its patrons in addition to beverages. Enough said. At $25 per, 

I don't think our N.I.S. will be handling this one. 
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NOTES ON THE AVA 52nd. ANNUAL CONVENTION 

Gerald “Gene” Johnson -L-275 

We arrived in lola, Wisconsin early, about three hours before convention 
time, to utilize the extensive Krause Publications numismatic library and 
identify several early Greek coins. After making photo copies from a couple 
of Greek coin catalogs, we headed to the antique shop in downtown lola, 
and there ran into AVA Vice President Bill Sowell and Jenine. After the 
purchase of several glass paper weights for our modest collection, the 
four of us adjourned to the lola park for a chat and a snack. 

The breeze off the mill pond was delightful as Bill went through a ring 
binder of common tokens a friend at Krause Pub had asked me to sell for 
him. (No luck, they were all common). Shortly after 2 PM, we returned to 
the Krause building on State Street, and found a gathering of about twenty 
collectors under a shade tree waiting for the convention proper to begin. 

We were soon met by host Cliff Mishler of KP, who announced that a 
special fare token had been struck for use on the two antique busses that 
would provide our transit to the Chet Krause Auto Museum which was a 
mile or so away. We then walked to the office area of the Krause complex, 
where receptionist Betty Johnson, (no relation) handed out beautifully 
struck 39mm silver fare tokens to each registered AVA member. The group 
then split into smaller segments for a 30 minute overview look at the 
massive Krause operation. 

Our walking tour touched lightly on the complicated magazine and book 
producing process, and revealed the “employee friendly” atmosphere of 
this state of the art workplace. At the tours end we were all supplied with 
goodie bags filled with magazines published by KP. After a pleasant 
breather under a shade tree, the vintage busses of our transport arrived 
for the ten minute ride to Chet Krause’s car museum. 

The two vehicles, an open air 1920 Leyland, and a more modern 1937 
White bus, groaned and shuddered, but delivered us proudly to the nicely 
groomed auto park. We disembarked to find a triad of interlocking 
buildings with wide openings revealing a mind boggling mix of auto- 
mobiles, trucks, and tractors. The air was filled with our ooh-ing and ah- 
ing. The pristine vehicle collection is the personal property of publisher 
Chester L.“Chet” Krause of lola. We asked Chet to name his favorite 
vehicle, but he was unable to do so, saying each car had it’s own personal 
history with him. Chet felt the 1921 Kissel car (manufactured at Hartford 
Wisconsin) was the most difficult to restore. 
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After a full 90 minutes of auto inspection, our 52 person group was seated 
for a fine catered three meat buffet meal in the auto museum. Irene and I 
were seated with Humberto and Magali Costa, who had flown over from 
Puerto Rico to attend the convention. After enjoying the meal, and as a 
group thanking Chet and Cliff, each vecturist was presented with a hard 
cover copy of the Krause Publications history book, “Pioneer Publisher,” 
which Chet graciously autographed for the conventioneers. 

Then, it was back to the Krause Publication parking lot in the antique 
busses, and the 40 mile ride in our autos to our Appleton hotel. 

With plenty of Wisconsin late afternoon daylight remaining, we drove 
through the pretty towns of Scandinavia and Waupaca, and arrived at 8 PM 
at the crisp new Hilton Hotel in Kimberly for our three day adventure. 
For the benefit of those not attending the convention, Appleton and a half 
dozen other communities all intertwine and meld into a “greater” 
Appleton. It often seems the several city dividing lines are drawn down 
the center of a street. Hence our Kimberly hotel address. 

After a good nights sleep and morning continental breakfast, at 9 AM we 
registered and received IDtags, and entered the Friday bourse. The tables 
featured many, many vectures, as well as a large and pleasing mix of 
other exonumia. Overall, it seems everyone found something for their 
collections. That evening, auction lot viewing began at 7PM, and the annual 
auction a half hour later. The floor bidding was competitive and brisk. 

After a second enjoyable 7AM continental breakfast, our group gathered 
for a 9AM "convoy” trip visit to the National Railway Museum at Green 
Bay, Wisconsin. We dutifully lined up our automobiles for the relatively 
straight forward 30 minute drive north. Within two miles, the “convoy” 
had fallen apart in heavy traffic and highway 41 construction projects, 
and it was every man for himself! The Costa’s and Johnson autos 
wondered into Green Bay on Lombardi Avenue, viewed the construction on 
Lambeau Field, and asked for directions to the RR Museum. Here we 
flashed our tour tokens a the gate and parked near the museum building. 

We began our coverage of the museum and re-enactment grounds with an 
inspection of some of the civil war camps, and found the smell of food 
cooking over a wood fire charming. At the museum building auditorium, 
Abe Lincoln impersonator Fritz Klein gave a passionate 30 minute speech 
explaining the premise of the civil war from the viewpoint of then 
president Abe Lincoln. With many options, we next chose to ride the train 
on a scenic trip past the civil war encampments, which were scattered 
over the extensive rail museum grounds located on the pretty Fox River. 
Apparently well endowed financially, the complex has exceptional housing 
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for the trains that have been restored, top notch work (frog) shops, and 
some impressive static displays of rolling stock. Our tour train was an old 
steamer that was now a hi bred, with its real power source in the form of 
a diesel engine hidden inside the coal car behind the engine. Pulling two 
restored passenger cars, it had a passenger capacity of 1 60 souls. With 
the windows open, it was a cool, interesting, but short in duration ride. 
Returning to the depot, we sought out the food tent, quite an adventure. 
Gyllians tent tavern featured a re enactment fare of “Rat on a Stick,” 
“Blooming Onions, ’’Fried Apple Pies,”Partan Bree,”and Cornish Trap Pies,” 
along with home made root beer. The dough bread type food was excellent!! 
After the noon meal we wandered through the museum itself, and a huge 
display room with five large trains. One train, the “Dwight D. Eisenhower” 
had been shipped to the rail museum all the way from England! 

Then it was time to embark on the train for the Civil War battlefield re- 
enactment. The very well choreographed “battle” was in reality a nicely 
staged civil war skirmish between two platoon sized units. The blue and 
grey soldiers were authentically dressed and armed, and outdid them 
selves in a great re-enactment. Two Confederate and one Union cannon 
dueled and filled the air with cordite and smoke. The noisy hour long 
skirmish was well received by 750 viewers on a warm and humid day. 

The “battle” nicely portrayed the outmoded and casualty prone military 
tactics of the 1 860s, and the use of very young troops, (often only T 4 
and 15 years old). The role of women nurses serving the wounded right 
among the troops was a far cry from current wars. 

The battle completed, our train and shuttle buses then arrived, the train 
making several trips to return the viewers to the depot. In the shady depot 
area, our conventioneers awaited a special and different annual AVA 
banquet, a charcoal fired cookout! The catered cookout was prepared for 
the large re-enactment staff, and we were to be their special guests. The 
sumptuous three meat buffet of burgers, chicken breast and brats, with all 
the trimmings, finished off a pleasantly busy day. 

We chose to return to the hotel in daylight, and passed up the Civil War 
dancing by the re-enactors. Traffic had decreased on busy highway 41 on 
our return to the Hilton/Kimberly. Worn out by a long day, we retired early. 
Due to commitments back in Wisconsin Rapids, we were unable to attend 
the Sunday morning AVA business meeting and brunch, instead heading 
home after breakfast at the Kimberly/Hilton. 

The 52nd AVA convention turned out to be a warm and pleasing gathering 
of old folks and old friends.

A discussion about supplying a copy of the Atwood Coffee Catalogue to be attached to the 
display board was had and it was decided that the person or group using the board should supply their 
own copy of the catalogue. 

A discussion about the development and minting of a 25 and 50 year membership medal 
was had and it was decided that Treasurer Reznick will investigate the cost of producing a 25 year silver 
medal and a 50 year gold plated silver medal. 

New Business: 

Treasurer Reznick reported that the Life Membership Fund balance is diminishing due to 
the following factors. 

1. ) The continued downward trend of the stock market. 

2. ) Publishing of the Car Wash Tokens of North America, Second Edition. 

500 copies were printed. To date 102 copies have been sold. It is felt that this cost will 
be recovered in time. 

There were 300 regular copies and one presentation piece of the 2002 Tour token minted. 
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President Hoffmann announced that nominations for the 2003 AVA board of directors 
election must be published in the December 2002 Fare Box and the request for nominations must 
be submitted by the President to the Editor John Coffee. 

President Hoffmann opened to the floor a discussion regarding the safe keeping of the 
Transportation token archives created by Ralph Frieburg and currently being maintained by Hal 
Ford. It was decided that the archives would continue to be stored and maintained by Hal Ford at 
his residence in California. 

President Hoffmann opened to the floor a discussion about the collection of annual dues. 

It was decided that the 2003 dues envelopes will be included in the October 2002 Fare Box and 
that there will not be a discount granted for multiple year payments. Additionally it was decided 
that going forward the dues envelopes will always be included in the October Fare Box and that in 
the issue a call for converting to Life Membership will be published. It was also determined that 
it is the Secretaries responsibility to notify members individually by mail when their dues are 
delinquent. The Treasurer, Joel Reznick will provide to John Coffee, the Editor of the Fare Box a 
list of members who are being dropped for non-payment and this list will be published in the Fare 
Box. 

President Hoffmann requested that the token valuation corrections be included in future 
editions of the Atwood Coffee Supplements published by Ted Meyers. John Coffee indicated that 
the computer program Ted Meyers uses in publishing the annual supplement would cause the 
supplement to double or triple in size and that it would no longer be published at a nominal cost 
of $5.00 including postage. A compromise was reached were the token valuation corrections will 
be included in future supplements as they were printed in the Fare Box. 

President Hoffmann opened to the floor a discussion regarding the publishing of annual 
supplements to the Car Wash Tokens of North America Catalogue. It was decided that John 
Coffee and Bob Nolan would take responsibility for this annual project beginning in 2003.

Treasurer Reznick will coordinate the printing and distribution of new membership applications. 

This is to be completed in time for the request of 2003 dues. 

Vice President Sowell announced that there are 189 members in the New Issue Service 
and that 200 tokens will be a sufficient supply for NIS going forward instead of 240 copies. 

Tour Chairman / Treasurer Reznick suggested that the 2003 Annual AVA Convention be 
held in Buffalo, NY. and that the 2004 Convention be held in Charlotte, NC. These cities were 
unanimously approved.

Another token I acquired at the convention was Unidentified #257, the green 
plastic MELZER SCHOOL token. On the internet several of us found one Melzer 
School listed, for Morton Grove, IL. Bill Garrison called the school, and they denied 
ever having used any school token. So where does that leave us? 

Last month I mentioned my vain visit to Lake Havasu City, AZ, trying to get 
some of their brass senior token, and how I struck a stone wall. So from California 
I wrote directly to the Mayor, who handed my letter on to the transit director, who 
called me in Boston. I think we are going to get those for the N.I.S. It pays to 
go to the top. 

In the March issue I described a 29mm WM (or WM-plated brass) token inscribed 
"Adventure City Crazy Cat" with a picture of a crazy-looking cat on obverse, and 
"1 Ride Token Non Refundable No Cash Value" on reverse, Hal Ford had acquired 
it and we thought it was California. There are lots of "Adventure Cities" in America, 
but we finally found the origin of this token in Winnipeg, Canada! I phoned them, 
and after several tries found the girl who sells the token. Very sweet girl. She 
sent me two of the tokens gratis. I still don't know exactly what kind of ride the 
token is used on, but she said it definitely is a ride. The park is situated at 230 
Osborne Street, Winnipeg. It is a $1 fare. 

Then we have another ride token that is used on something hard to describe. 
John Byars sent me this one. It's 28mm V/M, inscribed "Adventure Motion Theatre 
Galleria - Houston TILT 3-D". on obverse, and "1 Ride No Cash Value"_on reverse. 
You are put in a chair which moves around in front of a big 3-D movie screen, and 
it guarantees you won't be able to drive home or even stand up, afterwards. I'd 
like to know more about this thing, and John will look into it. There are lots of 

"TILTS" in Texas so maybe others are also using tokens? Fare value is $2.00. 

I mentioned last month that the Seattle Easy Streets tokens (WA 780 Y,AA) are 
no longer valid for anything. They have a new 23mm brass token inscribed "City 
Park (in logo) / tm // Valid For / $1 / Off Parking (2 stars)". This is also good 
for $1 off local bus fare as well as for parking. But it is obviously primarily a park- 
ing token, so we'll leave it to Joe Pernicano to list it in his catalogue. But 

some ofusprobably still would like one in our TT collection because it definitely is 
good for $1 in fare. 

Over a year ago Louis Crawford clued me into a 22mm brass token used at Land 
Between the Lakes National Recreation Area in Kentucky. Inscribed "Elk 6 Bison 
Prairie / TVA's Land Between the Lakes / (elk) // Elk & Bison Prairie / TVA's Land 
Between the Lakes / (Bison) / Est, 1996" The token gains entrance to a toll road 
thru the "Elk & Bison Prairie" where you can see all sorts of animals. It's a border- 
line kind of token and for now I don't think it is listable. The Park Director sent 
me one with his compliments. -JMC 

As AVA dues are scheduled to increase for year 2003, members might like to consider Life Membership, which 
is available at the old rates till December 31. RATES: Under age A5, 20X annual dues; age 46-55, ISX 

annual dues; age 56-65, 15X annual dues; age 66 and over, 12X annual dues.

We listed St. James, MN 740 A in July 2001 . Roger Bolz located a specimen with 
a blank reverse. John Coffee checked the source and learned that the new listing 
is a legitimate issue and not an error, hence it deserves listing. Note the obverse 
inscription In the 6-year supplement is incorrect. It is the same as this listing. 

Mel Fox reports the Carousel For All Children has been in operation since May 

1999. It is operated by the City of New York Dept, of Parks & Recreation in Wil- 

lowbrook Park in the Willowbrook section of Staten Island. A maple leaf (on the token) 
is the emblem of the department. The carousel operates May thru October. Last year 
it had 75,700 riders. The two-minute ride costs $1. The token we list as NY 632 
E recently became obsolete. Mel Fox obtained a supply for our N.I.S. 

We listed a wooden trolley token from Sheridan, WY in June 2002, and a sufficient 
quantity remained so the N.I.S. could supply its members. Louis Crawford owned 
what turned out to be an earlier issue. John Coffee checked it out and learned that 

only a very few of the new listing could be found. Hence the N.I.S. won't handle 

this one. 

Adventure City, 230 Osborne Street, Winnipeg, Manitoba R3L 1 Z5 uses two tokens, 
one is a listable ride token, the other is a video game token, John Coffee contacted 
the source several times this summer and finally obtained two specimens. This one 
is mentioned on page 22 of the March 2002 Fare Box. The N.I.S. won't handle this 
one.

In June, 2000, we listed CA 401 A, a plain 23mm red plastic token from Jamul, 
which is used as a school bus token. We have since learned of a 23mm blue plastic 
token, just like 401 A except this one has thfe letter "G" instead of "J" on each side. 
These are school bus tokens used by Grossmont Union High School District, near 
La Mesa, CA. This is probably the last year they'll be using the token system, 
and I think we can get them for the New Issues Service in due time. 

Moscow, Russia, has stopped using those yellowish green metrp tokens and re- 
placed them with magnetic cards. Metro fare in Moscow is about 18C, probably the 
cheapest in Europe. Thanks to Yosef Sa'ar for the news item.

October 5. 1 have just learned of the death of former AVA member Donald 
Capper, who held A,VA #763. Don joined in 1965 and was one of our first overseas 
members. Not just a collector, Don was very much a scholar of city transport, and 
won The Fare Box Literary Award some years back for a splendid series of articles 
on the British celluloid tokens. He died May 18, 2002, at age 66. 

Keith Haney, our Auction Chairman, writes me suggesting that an excellent, 
and profitable, way of disposing of a token collection would be to put its better tokens 
in the AVA Convention Auction, which nearly always fetches very high prices. Some 
of us who have been supplying a lot of the better tokens for the AVA auction are 
running low on our better duplicates. 

New Issues Manager Bill Sowell reports that he has 13 tokens for distribution 
to N.I.S. members, with lots more pending. I have never known a time when so 
many new issues were coming out. Perhaps this is because of the availabilityof in- 
expensive plastic tokens, which are coming more and more to dominate the catalogue 
supplement. We have two new ones from Eugene, OR; five new ones from Fort Dodge, 

I A; three from Doylstown, PA; two from Brainard, MN; the Totally Kid Carousel 
token from NYC; a new one from San Diego; another from Calexico; a couple from 
Roseville, CA, and lots more that we are still working on. Incidentally we now have 
190 members In N.I.S., so if you secure tokens for It, we would need only 200. 
Check with Bill before buying a new issue, to be sure no one else is working on it. 

I have a pile of notes about unlisted tokens and strangers. At the convention 
someone gave me a rubbing of a 20mm brass inscribed "Bluff Scenic / Railway Co. 
// 5C" which may be a TT, as roller coasters once were called "scenic railways." 

Jerry Schaeper sends a rubbing of a 22mm brass with blank reverse, inscribed on 
obverse; "Old Bert and Bill / Bus / Service" Probably an old one but just possibly 
still in use? Bob Schopp sends a scan of a 29mm bronze token with obverse just 
like NY 630 BD, and a reeded edge, but on reverse it has "Newark / Novelties / 
For / Novelty / Use / Only" and that one is really unusual. Certainly not a TT, 
but what exactly is it? Any ideas? Karl Gabsch picked up a new one from Cortland, 
NY. Like NY 160 C, but it has a light blue inscription on a dark blue background. 

I think we might be able to get a quantity of this one for N.I.S. It is a $1 fare. 
At the AVA convention Karl Gabsch showed me a token just like IN 925 C, except 
that Karl's token has no Mfg name on it and definitely never did. It was made with- 
out the manufacurer's signature.

On page 76 of the July issue I described a token issued by S.A.D.D. in Char- 
lottetown, P.E.I., Canada, That was a red taxi token good for a $5 ride. I have 
since acquired the second, yellow token good for an $8 ride. These are not in use 
at present as the program did not really get off the ground. It was used around 
Christmas and New Years, and taxis that accepted the tokens had special license plates. 
The plan may be tried again. These tokens won't be available for N.I.S., as they 
didn't make that many. Description of the $8 token:

Returning from the AVA Convention, Harold Zimmerman stopped at a mall in Hastings, 

MN, and found a new Hastings token. Harold's token is just like MN 370 B, except 
that his token has slanted letters, a much larger TRAC on reverse, and "HASTING" 
(singular) instead of "HASTINGS" on obverse. I called the transit there and they 
are definitely using the "Hasting" token and sold me two of them (@ $1.50). So that's 
a new listing from there. 

And from Minnesota we have four new cute square plastics, which because the 
using systems are so small, probably won't be available for N.I.S. :

Introduction A:Sc8r28-l/2iiim 

James Calwell was a Toronto blacksmith who packed up his tools and came 
west when the Canadian Pacific Railway was completed in the 1880' s. In Victoria 
he worked as a horseshoer and four of his sons went into horse-related fields. 
Only the oldest, William, who became an uphol sterer/carpetl ayer, and the second, 
James, who was lost at sea on a whaler didn't work with horses. Walter, the 
youngest, became a driver for the police department when horses were still the 
motive power and later became a detective. He retired from the police force as 
an inspector. Joseph was a teamster and later a farmer. The remaining two 
boys, Allan Andrew "Andy" and Hugh Emerson "Mike" are central to this story. 
"Mike" was five years old at the time the family left Toronto and his son 
Emerson Allan Calwell was age 83 when interviewed earlier this year by the 
author. 


Cameron 4 Calwell --the origin of C. A C. 

Andy Calwell and John S. Cameron started in the horse business about 
1903. Prior to that date Andy Calwell had been a driver for the Dominion Livery 
Stables and B.C. Meat Market. John Cameron was not listed in the directory 
before 1903. A 1906 tourist brochure, the cover of which is reproduced below, 
shows their location at 109 Johnson Street, which became 711 Johnson Street when 
the streets were re-numbered in 1908. 

In 1911 the partners, buil t a first class livery stable at 820-824 
Johnson Street for $ 18,000. The brick building, which still stands, had a 
blacksmith shop, a storage area for hearses and hacks, and a veterinarian's 
office on the ground floor for Dr, Simon Tolmie. A ramp was used to walk the 
horses up to the second and third story stalls. There was an elevator at the 
back of the building to take the feed up to the fourth floor where the storage 
bins were located. From there feed tubes led down to the floors where the 
horses were stabled. The vet's office had a large table that stood up so that a 
horse could be strapped to it with belts, and which could then be laid down so 
that the veterinarian could operate on the horse. The hearses were a special 
arrangement. They were owned by the funeral homes, but the livery supplied the 
horse and driver whenever they were needed. 

Sometime, not too long after the stable was built the trend away from 
the horse to the automobile became evident and Cameron 4 Calwell moved into the 
automobile livery or taxi business as well, switching completely to automobiles 
as the horse business died off. Near the end of the 1914-1918 War the company 
opened up another office at 906 Government Street to be closer to the shipping 
terminals where they could get more involved with the tourist trade. The 
company was first listed on Government Street in the 1920 directory, shown as 
Cameron 4 Calwell, Auto Livery. 
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The C. A C. Taxi Service 


-September 2002- 


The 1921 city directory showed the first listing for C. A C. Taxi 
Service Ltd., but since the company was not incorporated until July 7, 1924 and 
the next listing as a "Ltd" company wasn't until 1926 we can assume the 1921 
"Ltd" was a directory error. The incorporation papers'^, dated June 16th 1924, 
showed that the company was a private company with a capital of 75,000 shares of 
$1.00 each. The preamble stated that the company was formed to acquire the 
goodwill of Triangle Tours Co. Ltd, the automobiles, tools, etc., at 824 Johnson 
Street and 906 Government Street. The three partners were: 

John Stanley Cameron, taxi service owner 25,000 shares 
Allan Andrew Cal well , taxi service owner 25,000 shares 
Roy Wayne Troup, "Master Mariner" 25,000 shares 

The name triangle tours derives from the famous Triangle Run of the 
C.P.R.'s British Columbia Coast Steamship Service. Captain James Troup, manager 
of the coast service and father of Roy Troup, had introduced this run in 1908 
when he put two steamships, "Princess Victoria," and "Princess Royal" on a route 
sailing in opposite directions around the triangle formed by the three cities of 
Victoria, Seattle and Vancouver.^ 

Roy Troup brought in some needed capital to the C. & C. Taxi Service, 
but he didn't stay active for very long. By the end of December 1926 he was no 
longer a director and in October 1927 Mike Cal well became a partner. About this 
same time, unhappy with continued financial problems--in a capital-intensive 
business money was always in short supply— John Cameron sold his shares to the 
two Cal wells, so that from November 3, 1927 there were two partners: 

Allan Andrew Cal well 37,499 shares 

Hugh Emerson Calwell 37,501 shares 


- Part of the settlement with John Cameron was that he obtained sole 
ownership of, the building at 824 Johnson Street and the Calwells obtained the 
running stock. C. S C. Taxi moved out of 824 Johnson Street consolidating at 
906 Government Street. After leaving the firm, John Cameron became a stock 
broker Tor a short while and then left for Vancouver. The Johnson Street 
building was later sold to a moving and storage firm, Stockers Transfer Co. Ltd. 

A financial report filed in 1926 listed the vehicles of the company and 
would, no doubt, raise pangs of envy from any antique car buff of today. The 
company had;

We should backtrack at this point since we haven't mentioned Mike 
Calwell in any detail. He had run his own stable and transfer company, H. 
Calwell Transfer, for many years out of his stable at 737 Cormorant Street. This 
was located next to the terminal of the Victoria & Sidney Railway. Later he 
bought Pacific Transfer and for a while his brother Joseph was also involved in 
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that company which appears to have been sold about 1921 to Perry and McAllister. 
Years later, during WWII when Northwestern Creamery Ltd. reverted to horse-drawn 
delivery wagons they rented his stable. After the sale of Pacific Transfer, 

Mike worked for C. & C. for some years before becoming a partner. Mike's son 
Emerson Allan grew up in the livery business and was sent to the National 
Automotive School in Los Angeles where he graduated in April 1925. He came home 
and started to work for C. & C. Taxi Service Ltd. as the mechanfsc foreman. 

Through the 1920 's and 1930 's the firm continued to operate taxis, 
limousines, sightseeing tours and ambulances. Andy never had any children so 
that when he died active management was left in the hands of Mike and Emerson. 

In 1947 the Calwell family was approached by well known Victorian Ainslie 
Helmcken who wanted to buy the company on behalf of some investors. The sale 
was made as of July 1st that year. The main purchaser was Basil H. Gunning of 
Vancouver who bought all but one share. A real estate agent by the name of 
Milton H. King had the remaining share. Later a new firm called, "C. & C. 
Transportation Ltd." was formed to hold Gunning's shares. 

The new owners brought in two local men who had been successfully 
running the Causeway Taxi, Leon Hugh Rawlings and Cecil Rhodes. These men were 
killed not long after in a fishing accident. They had a SeaBee plane which they 
had taken to a remote lake to go fishing. When they tried to take off the plane 
had insufficient height to clear the trees and crashed. 

Subsequ'ently the company went through several ownership changes and 
whose ownership had nothing to do with the numismatic reminder of the company. 

By the 1970 's the company had dwindled to a small taxi business operating on the 
lower mainland (Greater Vancouver area) and the last annual report filed with 
the Registrar of Companies was for 1980. The city block containing the former 
taxi and tour bus site at 906 Government Street site was consolidated and the 
Harbour Square Mall was erected on the block. 

The Token 

There is one token known. A 25 cent denomination, it is made of 
aluminum, has a scalloped (8) edge and measures 28-1/2 mm in diameter. Emerson 
who we recall started working for the firm in 1925, said that one day he was 
looking for something in a storage room and he came across a couple of flat 
boxes. These held the tokens, which were in their original packaging, on edge 
one deep. He had never seen them before. He took one, showed it around to all 
the old-timers working there, but no one could remember the tokens having been 
used. He believes that they had never been used. A number of similar tokens 
are known from the 1920' s in Vancouver. Possibly John Cameron or Andy Calwell 
had seen one of those, thought the idea was good, ordered some tokens and then 
when the tokens were received the idea didn't appear as good with the result 
that they were never put into use.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Chuck Nichols cleared the way for Bill Sowell to obtain a supply of the two 

Roseville, CA, carousel tokens for the New Issues Service. I suspect we can ex- 

pect annual issues for some time to come. 

Karl E. Gabsch learned that the Annapolis, MD, trolley had issued a new token 
dated 2002. He obtained a supply for our N.I.S. 

The second set of new tokens for the Missoula Carousel for 2002 was issued 
this summer. They were struck by Hoffman Mint in Monterey, CA. Bill Garrison 
obtained a supply for the N.I.S. 

Roger Bolz obtained NE 130 C for the N.I.S. This one was probably ordered 

at the same time as NE 130 A and B, but never placed in circulation. 

Silverline Transportation of Goldsboro, NC, used tokens for a short time in 
1996 for Wayne County Social Services' clients to pay for transportation to and from 
work, medical appointments, and other necessary trips in the city of Goldsboro and 
surrounding areas. Bill Boncek obtained a supply of NC 360 D for the N.I.S., 

and reports only a few specimens of 360 B and C were still in possession of the 

owner. Obviously only a limited quantity were made of these two. 

Unidentified #278 was listed in July 2002. Now we relist it as PA 695 D based 
on research by A1 Zaika. He writes "Thompson Run R.R. is listed in my 1899 Poc- 
ket List of Railroads as the Thompson Run Railroad S Coal Co., with the main 

office in Newcastle, PA, with 5 miles of trackage. This company had a coal 

mine at Thompson Run, PA, so it is possible that the railroad ran to the mine from 
New Castle. The 1930 Poors Railroad Manual lists this railroad as being abandoned." 
Thompson Run, PA, is no longer noted on recent maps of Pennsylvania or in my 
ZIP Code directory. So we list the token from New Castle. 

The New Issues Service will handle the token issued for our recent Annual 
Convention. The tour ride was in Green Bay, Wl. It was struck by Masterpiece 
Medallions of Claremont, California. 

The Presentation Piece listing is just like CA 705 D, which was listed in May 
of this year and was sent out by New Issues, except that the Presentation Piece 
is much larger. Bill Sowell noted that this one was available from the source for 
$15 plus postage, and that only 200 of these were struck. 

The Club Tour listing was mentioned by the Editor last month. All AVA mem- 
bers who attended the lola, Wl, portion of the recent AVA Convention were 
presented a specimen when they toured the facilities of Krause Publications.

About 15 years ago I bought a detcdled British road atlas. After not a long 
time I fell on a tiny dot of a village marked Old Passage, on the mouth of the 
Severn, right next to the modern M4 highway bridge connecting Bristol and 
Newport. I immediately recalled the Smith listing of UK-England 992 FH on page 
170 of his 1981 ferry token catalogue. So this unidentified token should be relisted 
as being from Old Passage, England.

The Valetta, Malta, token was described in Bob Lyall's excellent article in 
the February issue of The Fare Box. 

The plastic Maribor bus tokens are included in Ranko Man die’s book Tokens 
of Yugoslav Lands , now out-of-print. There are other transport tokens included, 
and we are waiting for a full report. 

Please note the three-letter capitalized code is given for each country on the 
same line as the city name. These are official three-letter abbreviations adopted 
by the International Standards Organization. The only exception found necessary 
was the division of the United Kingdom as follows: GBR-E for England; GBR-W 

for Wales; GBR-S for Scotland; GBR-NI for Northern Ireland; GBR-IOM for the 
Isle of Man and GBR-CI for the Channel Islands. Using these appbreviations will 
shorten token citations in lists, advertisements and communications. I.e., SVN 
430 BB would be the new plastic token from Maribor, Slovenia. Two-letter country 
codes also exist, but they conflict with the state and province abbreviations for 
the United States and Canada. Therefore, we're using the three-letter codes for 
world tokens .

A LITTLE STORY ABOUT A CENSUS TOKEN 

Several weeks ago I was prowling thru some local coin shops, At one I was 
shown about 200 loose tokens, unmounted and unpriced. I selected 16, of various 
sorts and kinds (transit, parking, trade good-fors, etc.) I would have been happy 
to pay $40 for 15 of them, not to mention the 16th. When I was done the shop owner 
asked me "How many thousand dollars do you owe me?" I sort of shrugged and 
asked what he wanted for them. He hemmed and hawed and suggested I make him 
an offer, which I did and which he accepted. The upshot of it is that I paid 
$20 for the 16 tokens, the last of which is an absolutely beautiful example of PA 
395 A, the oval Big Rock Bridge "single horse and buggy" token. Given the 
circumstances I imagine this must be a new member of the population unless one has 
gotten very lost along the way. - John E. Ohlson, Jr. 
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THE SWINFORD, ENGLAND, TOLL BRIDGE TOKEN 

By Yosef Sa'ar 

A large (35mm) green plastic bridge token was listed and illustrated on page 
82 of The Fare Box for 1999. Using the information appended to the listing, I did 
a little internet search and came up with some interesting details. Firstly, the issuer, 
as mentioned in the listing, is Smith & Sons (Bletchington) Ltd., a trucking company 
and quarry operator headquartered in Bletchington, about 8 miles north of Oxford, 
the famous university city. The Collins Road Atlas Britadn and the internet multiMap 
both give the name of the village as BletchingDON, not BletchingTON. Can someone 
resolve this geographical place name conflcit? Apparently the Smith & Sons firm are 
heavy bridge users and issued a token for control purposes and/or to relieve the 
drivers from carrying small change. 

Regardless of the above, I believe the token should be listed from where it 
used, Swinford or nearby Eynsham, site of an old toll bridge on the River Thames. 
In earlier times Swinford was the location of a pig crossing, thus Swine Ford. It 
lies on the B4044 road, just east of Eynsham on the route to Oxford. 

In 1636 some Welsh Sheriffs were drowned in the ford at Swinford, and in 
1764 John Wesley (who preached his first sermon in South Leigh Church a few miles 
away) was nearly drowned. More important than all the previous drownings and near 
drownings, was the fact that King George III got wet while crossing the Thames at 
Swinford. So the Earl of Abingdon decided to build a stone bridge. One source gives 
the construction date as 1769 and another as 1777. In gratitude, the King gave the 
Earl the toll income, tax-free, forever. Not a bad deal. However, an 18th Century 
Act of Parliament requires the tolls to be kept low, currently only 5 pence (about 
8<f) for a motor vehicle. Until 1994 the fee was just two pence! 

Apparently the bridge operates Charity Days, where all toll income is collected 
by volunteers of a recognized cause. I've found the following reference on the inter- 
net site of the Eynsham Cricket Club. "We will be submitting a letter to the owners 
of the Swinford Toll Bridge, asking if we can man the bridge on one of their Charity 
Days. These can raise a huge amount of money but there is fierce competition from 
other organizations - keep your fingers crossed!" The bridge is owned by Mr. 
Graham Smith, who lives in Worcestershire. 

Currently there is a move to upgrade the B4044 road from Eynsham to Oxford, 
but this would require a new bridge. The Swinford toll Bridge is protected as a 
historic monument and the Department of EnMronment allowed the tolls to be increased 
only to finance expensive repairs. It looks like the bridge will be around for a while. 
How long will the 5p toll hold on?

From the Journal of the Transport Ticket Society, published in the United King- 
dom, we learn that Basingstoke & Deane Borough Council has replaced National Trans- 
port tokens (which are used all over the U.K.) with its own One Pound green plastic 
token as of April I, 2002. The token's expiration date is stated on its reverse, and 
it will be replaced by a different color for 2003/4. 

The Cotswold District Council has replaced its 9-sided 40p purple token with 
a round 40p white token, as of April 1, 2002. 

National Transport Tokens have introcued a new 50p aluminum token depicting 
Ebley Mill, the headquarters of Stroud District Council, which abandoned its own 
plastic tokens last year. 

Finally, Ryedale District Council stopped using regular tokens, replacing them 
with bus passes in March, 2001. But they did issue a 50p light blue token, round 
rather than 7-sided as the previous token, but these new tokens became obsolete 
on June 30 of this year.

WORLD TOKEN NOTES by Yosef Sa'ar 

The commemorative plastic subway tokens from Baki, Azerbaijan, are/were in regular daily usage. The M is 
large covering most the obverse, while the numbers 67 and 97 are small, curved around the bottom. The brass Metro 
token from Baki was listed p.1 19/1993 and a blue plastic one on p. 2/1998. 

Our first known token from Lithuania is an old horsecar token probably from before WWI, when Lithuania was 
^oart of the Czarist Russian Empire. This token was first seen in an eBay internet auction a few months ago and was 
confirmed by the Numismatic Department of Lietuvos Nacionalinis Muziejus, (Lithuanian National Museum} in Vilnius, 
if my count is correct, this is the 71st country from which transport tokens are known. A photo of the token appears in 
The Knight, March-April, 2002. 
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The zone tokens from Windhoek to the former suburb of Katutura are a second series. The azure 4 stage token 
from the first series has also been uncovered. The token are sold or distributed on a square, black plastic nail that has 
a slight hub on the end preventing them from falling off. They can be pulled off one at a time, as required. My 
examples came from a former resident of Windhoek. Before independence, Namibia (South West Africa) was under 
the control of South Africa. In the late 1950's and 1960’s apartheid was enforced and separate townships were 
created outside Windhoek, Khomasdal for coloureds and Katutura for blacks. Today both areas are now part of of the 
City of Windhoek. 

The Izmir ferry token is our first listed piece from this important Mediterranean port. The issuer is undoubtedly 
Turkish Martime Bank Ltd., as the logo on the reverse is the same as the Istanbul ferry tokens. 

The National Transport Token issues are truly national in nature. They are used by more than 150 local 
authorities in England and Wales. Therefore it was felt that a "National Usage" category would be more appropriate 
than a listing at the headquarters city of NTT. The S-S 1990 catalogue lists earlier National Transport Token issues 
from Manchester, UK-England 500 CH-CU. The Fare Box supplement p. 109-1 0/1 999 lists them from Preston, UK- 
England 605 CA-CJ, CM-CX, DA-DF; also p. 123/1 999 England 605 CK. Since 1999 the company has been 
headquartered in nearby Blackburn. The Euro token was produced as a sample in preparation for the UK to enter the 
Euro currency zone of the European Union. I believe the United Kingdom is the onlymember of the EU that has not 
gone over to Euro currency. All other member countries have been using the Euro since 1 January 2002 

Please note the new abbreviation used in column five for the shape of the token: Ng = Nonagon (nine-sided); 
also for perhaps future listings, Hp = Heptagonal (seven-sided), Dk = Decagonal (ten-sided).

ED WADHAMS: A TRIBUTE 
By Melvin R. Orr 

Edward (Ed) Wadhams passed away on July 31, 2002. He was 77. Ed and I 
have been members of the Stamford Model Railroad Club for a long time. Year 2002 
was Ed's 50th year. It was through Ed that I became interested in collecting tokens. 
He sponsored me for membership in the AVA. 

Ed had a life-long interest in transit. His father was the first bus driver to 

be hired by the Connecticut Company. Sr. Wadhams signed on when the company 

opened the Stamford-Glenbrook-Norton Heights-Darien route. This was the first 
Connecticut Company route that was not a trolley line. Ed knew most of the drivers 
and motormen. In his living room is a display of Connecticut Company hat badges, 
many worn by people he knew. His presence has alwyas been known at the Stamford 
Bus Garage. Recently at his suggestion the route that his father drove was altered 
slightly to accommodate workers at two shopping centers in Darien. 

Ed had a wealth of transit photographs. Some were used in a book that he 
co-authored, Connecticut Company's Streetcars . There is a picture of a railfan group 
touring , the New Haven Grand Streetcar Barn in 1946. One of the fans is Ed. 

A short time after I had purchased token CT 320 A he sent me a picture of the Shore 

Line Electric Railway Car #1 . 

During the 2nd World War Ed was a ticket agent at the Noroton Heights Railroad 
Station. The Navy trained radio operators two blocks away. The school would be 

dismissed at noon on Saturday and the train left for Grand Central about 10 minutes 
later. Ed Issued a lot of tickets in ten minutes. 

Besides collecting tokens Ed collected time tables. He often contributed to the 
newsletter of the New Haven Railroad Historical & Technical Association. In the early 

1950s Ed and his wife Lucy (she survives him) traveled to ' the West Coast by 

First Class rail. They rode many of the famous named trains. He worked for the 
Darien Board of Education for 36 years, retiring in 1988. He administered the 

examination for the Boy Scout merit badge in railroading.

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Prairie Five Rides transit system is a demand response bus system operating 
in four western Minnesota counties with city systems in Appleton, Canby, Madison 
and Ortonville, and intercity destinations to the Twin Cities, St. Cloud, Fargo and 
Moorhead, and several other locations. Tokens sell at 8 for $5. The Authority is 
not inclined to sell tokens to collectors, and when a collector recently called them 
to see about buying a set, they said it would cost him $25 for the four tokens. We'll 
let that pass. Perhaps later they will be available at fare cost. 

John Coffee informed Joe Radomski about the new listing for Cortland, NY, and 
Joe was able to pick up a supply from the source for the New issues Service, on 
a recent trip to eastern New York. This is a local adult fare token. 

Louis Crawford obtained a few specimens of NY 630 BM a few years ago and 
wrote an article for The Fare Box (page 1 17,118, 11 /2000). Chris O'Conner recently 
obtained a supply for the N.I.S. 

The two Doylestown, PA, listings will be available to N.I.S. members thanks 
to Karl E. Cabsch. PA 293 B is good for a full fare. The 293 C is subsidized by 
the State Lottery, and a local social services department determines who qualifies, 
mainly persona over age 65 in certain Income brackets. 

The token we list as Club Tour Wisconsin #3 was previously listed as #2 in cor- 
rections to the A-C Catalogue, page 123, 12/96. Since it was never picked up in 
our Annual Supplement, we now relist it. Note it is now #3, not #2. 

The two new listings from Charlottetown, P.E.I., Canada, were mentioned by 
our Editor on page 76 of the July 2002 issue, and page 100 of the September 2002 
issue.

SO-CALLED BUS TOKENS OF RANDY'S PLACE OF SHERIDAN, WI

These tokens were obtained from an auction with C&J Coins out of Ormond 
Beach, FL. While at the AVA convention. Dad and I went to Sheridan, WI, and 
found Randy's Place, which is a tavern. It is the only business still open in the 
town. I spoke to the owners of the tavern (a husband & wife team). They did 
not order the tokens nor did they ever have a bus. They knew nothing about the 
tokens. However, they did have tokens of the same size and color but without the 
verbiage of "Bus Token" on them. The real tokens are used as drink chips, as 
so many taverns in Wisconsin have. They told me whom they ordered their tokens 
from, which was an office supply store located in Stevens Point, WI. Dad and I 
drove there next, and we spoke to the manager of the office supply store, who 
indicated that he had not ordered these tokens. He assumed they were made by 
the token manufacturer since they matched exactly the real tokens from Randy's 
Place. Additionally he felt that they were made as demo's. However he refused 
to tell me the name of the manufacturer. He did indicate that the manufacturer 
was located in Wisconsin. Description of the tokens follows:

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

The second of three planned tokens was issued by Numero Uno Shuttle Inc. 
this year. Last year we listed Calexico, CA 120 A. CA 245 B is used between El 
Centro and Heber and Bill Sowell has obtained a supply for the New Issues Service. 

A third issue for Brawley, CA, is anticipated next year. 

San Diego was running short of CA 745 Z and a quick supply was needed be- 
fore the recently listed 745 AE could be minted. Hence this month's listing, which 
is a solid version of the earlier token. Bill Sowell obtained a supply for the NIS. 
Bill also reported all previous 16mm issues of San Diego Transit were honored at 
the new $2.00 fare rate, or exchanged for 745 AE, until 9/30/02. 

The five MIDAS (Mid-Iowa Development Association) plastic tokens turn out to 
be a can of worms. This regional transit system began operating in 1983 and tokens 
went into use in 2001 . About 2,000 of each color were issued. lA 380 T is used 

in Ft. Dodge and Webster City as a student and senior fare. lA 380 U is used in 

Ft. Dodge, Webster City, Manson, and Pocahontas. lA 380 V is used in Ft. Dodge 
as a para transit fare. lA 450 A is used in Humboldt as a senior fare. lA 450 B 
is used in Humboldt, Manson, and Pocahontas as either an adult or student fare, de- 
pending on location. MIDAS is a subsidized operation that operates in 5 counties: 
Calhoun, Hamilton, Humboldt, Pocahontas, and Webster. Roger Bolz obtained sup- 
plies for the NIS on his return from the AVA convention this summer. 

Roger Bolz picked up a few of the I A 1000 Misc listing at the source, so it is 
listable. The boat was placed in use on the lake in 1986, the wood token in 1987. 

The two Amsterdam, NY, listings were in short supply so we had to await a re- 
order in order to get a supply for the NIS. NY 25 L is a regular adult fare; 25 M 

is used by St. Mary's Hospital in their New Frontier program for Alcohol Abuse and 

Mental Health patients. 

Joe Radomski recently discovered that Canandaigua, NY, had issued more wood- 
niks for their fixed city and county routes and was able to get a supply of C,Ha,Hb 
for the NIS. Red marks on the edge of the ^ fare token were added by the local 
authority as a sorting guide. 

Gary Kruesel researched the Casselton, MN, listing and reports that Casselton 
had two RR depots, about half a mile apart, Emil Gregor was a local farmer who, 
as a part time job, also operated a dray business during the World War I era, trans- 
porting goods and people to and from stations and the town. 

Larry Kemper recently visited Marion, Ohio, and learned that Marion Area Tran- 
sit had now issued a third plastic token. The transfer token is used at the down- 
town transfer station. The NIS will not handle this one due to limited supply. 

Recently the New Issues Service contacted Lane Transit District in Eugene, 
OR, for a supply of OR 240 M and N (listed page 78, 7/02), and learned that the 
local authority had issued yet another unreported brass 16mm solid token. NIS mem- 
bers will soon received the two that were listed in July and the new one listed now. 

Roger Bolz recently picked up two plastic tokens, one yellow and one green, 
about 29mm: "955-3341 / YELLOW / CAB / BUCK / 955-3341" Any ideas on where 

they are from, so we can check them out?

Several of my best tokens came from Ralph, often 
simply as gifts. ffie shall all miss him, and especially those mho looked forward to 
the good times me almays had at conventions with hiia. A life member of the AdA, 
Ralph joined us in 1982, and died December 17 at age 79. 


January 7. Jn addition to reporting Ralph's death, I must also convey the sad 
tidings of the death of a former member, Warren Paynter, formerly AVA #1720, of 
Baltimore. Warren was retired from the B&O Railroad. He died this month at 83. 


It just occurred to me that I've been collecting transportation tokens for 60 
years now! Sure doesn't seem that long ago. 1 began In January, 1943, at age 
14, when a streetcar conductor gave me a token from Atlanta to add to my coin col- 
lection, 1 still have the Atlanta token. The coins are long gone, though. 

Still have not mailed in our $22 AVA dues for year 2003? Please do so right 

away. Send it to treasurer Joel Reznick at P.O. Box 116 - Wheeling, IL 60090-0116. 
Which reminds me: it Isn't too early to begin thinking about our 2003 Annual Con- 
vention in Buffalo, NY, to be held August 7-10. 

Unidentified #67, an old bridge token stamped over an early U.S. SOC coin, 
has always intrigued me. Certainly a very expensive way to make a bridge toll 

token, so why were these made? Bob Williams just picked up another of these at 

a Michigan State coin show. Any ideas out there? 

Every so often someone reports a plastic zone check from Brazil. These nearly 
always are inscribed "Deposite na Caixa" on reverse. There are literally thousands 
of varieties of these Brazil zone checks, and we had a member down there a few 
years ago who was planning to do a catalogue of them. He never did, so far as 
I know. I have several hundred varieties of them myself, but that's only a drop 
in the bucket. I wish someone would begin a listing of them. I don't even know 
what cities most of mine are from. 


Bill Sowell, our N.I.S. Manager, has an extra 35 sets of SC 430 E,F,G, and 
these he will offer to the general AVA membership on a first-ordered, first-mailed 
basis until they are gone. Price $5.25 per set, postpaid. You may order directly 
from Bill. His address is on masthead on the front page. 
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At the bottom of page 129 last month I mentioned a 33x39mm brass token in- 
scribed "B.P. Co. Street Car Check" with numerals. Bob Phipps, who reported 
it, adds this: "I was told there were approximately 1,000 of these checks. She 

personally removed them from the Bowers garage for the Bowers Estate auction. 
They were sold... in lots of 50 and 100..." They have been selling on ebay, but 
in view of the large number of them about, modest bids would seem to be indicated. 

Bill Sowell reports a 21mm brass token inscribed "J TRIP BAR / TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY / JTB (in logo // GOOD FOR / ONE TRIP / JTB (In logo)." I cannot 
find anything like Trip Bar on the internet so 1 have no Idea where this token is 
from, but its use of "authority" indicates a usage in the last 20-25 years, I should 
think. Any ideas out there? 

Ed Joyce of Jacksonville, FL, sends along a beautiful new mall train token now 
in use in Jacksonville. "It is used in the Regency Square Mall. The cost per ride 

is $2. The tokens are purchased from a machine and given to the attendant for the 

ride on a small train. Each car holds about 4 people," he explains. Here is a des- 
cription of the token:

Ed is arranging to secure a supply for our N.I.S. The tokens sell @ $2, or 3 for 
$5.00, in a machine. 

Ed also reports a 25mm aluminum school token that looks like an old one, though 

it may actually be in use somewhere. The token is the same on both sides, inscribed 

SCHOOL / BUS / ONE / RIDE / DISTRICT 66 Any ideas out there? 

Bruce Smith of Sheboygan, Wl, reports an unusual plastic token from his home 
town, described thus: 

CHARTER EXPRESS A3, INC. / DIMPLE'S BUS / DISCOUNT / TOKEN 

SINCE 1989 -- A58-0988 

Pb 41 Sd Dimple's Bus Token / Value / $1 / Not For Cash / Tour Discount Only 

Bruce explains the token: "There was a charter bus service in Sheboygan run by 

Jerald F. Adams and his wife Dimple (hence the name) , from 1989 thru 1992. Jerold 
was actually a welder at Kohler Company and ran the bus service from his home. 
The token probably was made in 1992 because the phone number belonged to someone 
else in 1989 and 1990 and was not assigned in 1991, according to city directories. 
The actual name of the company is given in the first line. High 43 is a main north 
south highway in Wisconsin. The bus was used to take groups to football games, 
concerts, summer events, etc." 

Joseph Canfield wrote that Mountain Mobility, a bus service connected with the 
Asheville Transit System in North Carolina, was featured on local TV showing people 
using "a large brass token for paying fare." I phoned the transit in Asheville, and 
was informed that the "large brass token" was actually only one of the current "gold- 
en dollar" coins that hardly anyone uses. They never had tokens. 

In the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue under NY 631 1 (page 387) there is a note to 

the effect that any 631 I would simply be a 631 J "with the plating worn off or re- 
moved privately." I now believe that note is incorrect. 1 have seen too many 631 
I tokens, and there is a consistent difference between the no-plating "I" and the 
plated "J" token. The difference is that all the not plated tokens have a bulge in 
the large "T" in the center of the token on both sides. The bulge more or less re- 
sembles an "O" right in the stem of the T, Any comments? 

A new parking token went into use in Fredericton, New Brunswick, last June. 
It's worth 30 minutes of free parking in a meter. Lombardo Mint struck 26,000 of 
them. Description: 

FREDERICTON/DOWNTOWN/BUSINESS/NETWORK (in logo showing SKYLINE) 

B 23 Sd Parking/Token 

Sid White reports he recently picked up WY 810 A on ebay for $100, a bargain 
considering that one of them fetched $232 in an AVA convention auction a couple 
years back. It is a beautiful rare old western token. 
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THE ALBANY STEAMBOAT TOKEN 

In the 1948 Atwood’s Check List we find listed as NY 10 A, a 37mm copper token 
with a value of $2.50. The same token sold last month in a Bowers & Merena auction 
for $219.00. Here is the description:

Bernard Morganthau in his 1944 Check List warns collectors to beware of this item 
because it is only a timetable. Which is why, in the 1952 Atwood check List, we 
omitted it. Still and all, it definitely is good for 50<? toward passage, so it merits 
at least a "Miscellaneous 1000" listing. It is a beautiful token, and I am putting 
enlarged photos of it below:

AN UNUSUAL P. & L.E. RAILROAD TOKEN 

Bob Phipps sends along rubbings of a railroad token whose usage remains a 
mystery. The token is described thus: 

M.B. CO. / 2 / P. & L.E. R.R. CO. 

B Oc Sd (blank) (29mm) 

This would be for the Pittsburgh & Lake Erie Railroad, organized in 1875 and head- 
quartered in Pittsburgh, PA. One of its founders was Col. James Schoonmaker, 
who was a colonel in the Union Army during the Civil War at age 20, and received 
the Medal of Honor for heroism leading a cavalry charge at Winchester, VA, in 1864. 
Later he was one of the directors of the Mellon Bank. Bob Phipps thinks the "M.B. 
CO," on the token refers to "Mellon Bank" because of Col, Schoonmaker's connec- 
tion with that bank. He suggests further that this token would have been made 

as a pass for the members of the Mellon Bank Board of Directors, and perhaps each 

token, or pass, bore a different numeral for the individual to whom it was given. 

All of this is, of course mere speculation. Personally I prefer a more prosaic ex- 
planation. I think "M.B. CO." is for a bridge whose name begins with "M", perhaps 
one over the Monongahela River in Pittsburgh? In any case this is a fascinating 

mystery waiting to be solved. 

Randy Glucksman discovered that there is a tiny "GMC" below the windshield on the picture of the bus on the 
Rochester, NY 780 V. You practically need a microscope to see it, but I'll take Randy's word for it. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NEW ISSUES SERVICE 

By Bill SowelT 

The New Issues Service mailed out nine shipments of tokens in calendar year 
2002. The breakdown of tokens is as follows: 

55 tokens were mailed in regular N.I.S. shipments. Included were: 

1 AVA Tour Token ($7.50) 0 $7.50 

39 Transit Tokens with a total catalogue value of $56.20 @ $58.30 
Of these 22 are metal; 15 are plastic, and 2 are wood 

15 Carousel Tokens with a total catalogue value of $8.50 @ $11.65 
Of these 12 are metal; 2 are plastic, and 1 is wood 

There were also four transit tokens mailed out to requesting individuals in supple- 
mental shipments, as the tokens had been in circulation for over a year when they 
became available to the N.I.S. These tokens were MA 1000 D ($2) @ $1.35 each; 
SC 430 E,F,G as a set $3.50) @ $4.25 for the set. 

The annual cost for all 55 tokens plus postage & insurance was $83.83 including 
the tour token and none of the supplemental tokens. The catalogue value of these 
tokens totaled $72.20; they were provided for a total of $77.45 for tokens, $5.48 
postage and 90$ in insurance. 

HELP THE N.I.S. MANAGER TO SERVE YOU 

Currently it is necessary to wait at least 35 days between New Issues Service 
shipments, which seems to be the average time required to get the maximum number 
of N.I.S. accounts to or above the minimum balance. The prime reason for the 
delay by members in replenishing their accounts is "I didn't open the last shipment 
until recently." In these cases the member has had his, or her, shipment delayed 
and incur and additional fee of 75$ for the mailing of a reminder notice. As an 
additional measure to reduce the delay, the N.I.S. manager is now highlighting the 
member's name on the envelope, as well as the final total on the statement form. 
So, if your name is highlighted on the mailing label, your account is below the mini- 
mum balance. 

There are currently enough tokens on hand for two more shipments, with leads 
on several others. As the December shipment was mailed on December 30, in part 
to avoid the Christmas mailing rush, it is doubtful there will be a shipment in Jan- 
uary, unless accounts are brought to minimums rapidly. Thanks for helping me 
to get the tokens to you as rapidly as possible.

The Paramus, NJ, carousel token has been mentioned several times recently. 
Chris O'Connor came to our rescue. He made a number of trips to the 
carousel site in order to purchase specimens of the token from its dispensing 

machine, until he finally had enough for the N.I.S. Thanks, Chris! 

We are listing a number of tokens we were holding up in hope that the 
N.I.S. could handle them. The brass Lake Havasu City, AZ, listing is a 
special-use token funded by a state and local funded program to reduce the cost 
to anyone who meets low income and certain family criteria. The local authority 
indicates they will keep us in mind when they reorder. 

The Grossmont Union High School District in La Mesa, CA, issued a token 
similar to that used in Jamul, CA 401 A (listed June 2000). This is likely the 
last school year the token will be used, so we expect a supply to be available 
for our N.I.S. next year. 

The two Napa, CA, listings are special use tokens. The local authority 
has been a tough nut to crack in recent years. 

West Oak Mall is located in Ocoee, FL, a few miles west or Orlando. One
